Leatherwood 


EATHERWOODS are among the 

earliest shrubs to bloom in spring. 
| They are distinguished by their com- 
| plete lack of pretensions and by a unique 


habit of growth that permits instant 
recognition. They are also completely 


American. Of the two species that exist 
in the world, one is native of the eastern 
part of the country, and the other of 
California. Their relatives are 
the daphnes, a much larger and more 
sophisticated genus, one of which was 
discussed in the March FLower Grower. 

Eastern leatherwood, Dirca palustris, 
has an abundance of distinctive common 
names. In addition to the one generally 
favored, one occasionally hears moose- 
wood (as in New York State), wicopy 
(a Cree Indian word used in the Great 
Lakes area), and bois de plomb (in 
Quebec). 

The name Jeatherwood originates in 
the extreme toughness of the bark, which 
was used by the Indians for thongs and 
bindings. In addition to being unusually 
pliant, dirca branchlets are rather 
slender, but noticeably enlarged at the 
nodes and at the ends. This gives the 
smaller branches a characteristic jointed 
appearance. The bark is so very fibrous 
and has so much tensile strength that 
|it is almost impossible to break even a 
| small branchlet.

lands and thickets from New Bruns- 
wick and the Great Lakes region south- 
ward to Florida and the lower Mississippi. 
In March or April the silky-hairy conic 
buds push out into small clusters of 
three or four pale yellow tubular flowers. 
Eight stamens and a thin style protrud- 
ing from the tube make these modest 
blooms appear as much like small tassels 
as anything else. They are a little less 
than half an inch long, but this is prob- 
ably quite enough delicate flower tissue 
to expose to the chill winds and cold 
nights of the early season. 

The flowers are still in their prime 
when new leaves appear at the base of 
the clusters. The fresh green of the 
leaves is actually as eye-catching as the 
flowers, for this delicate pale green has 
been removed from the outdoor 
for many months.

The leaves are elliptic in outline and 
arranged alternately along the shoots.

of themselves in well-drained locations, | 


and in the northeastern states they even 
grow vigorously in dry situations and in 
full exposure to sunlight. 

The root system of leatherwoods seems 
small in proportion to the tops, and as 
with the daphnes, transplanting should 
be done with care. Small plants set out 
in winter or spring, with a ball of soil 
around the roots, give best results. Leaf- 
mold or leafy compost is the best mate- 
rial to encourage rapid establishment 
and strong growth. Mulching with 


leaves or compost is valuable to preserve | 


moisture and keep the roots cool. 

Associate plants for Jeatherwoods 
should be selected with discrimination, 
for rapid- and coarse-growing shrubs 
will crowd and envelop these modest 
natives. In sunny situations, they appear 
to best advantage with prostrate junipers 
or other evergreens of small stature, par- 
ticularly such low types as Waukegan 
or Andorra junipers.»

New book discusses choice and care of 


Trees for Your Garden 


By BEN BLACKBURN 


OOKS about landscape uses of trees 
are a needed addition to gardeners’ 
shelves: Donald Wyman’s “Trees for 

American Gardens”* should have an 
especially warm welcome because it con- 
tains so much information. 


In the same pattern as his earlier 
“Shrubs and Vines for American Gar- 
dens” (Macmillan, 1949). the author 


has prepared a very comprehensive mass 
of data applying particularly to the 
United States and Canada. The style and 
some of the material will be familiar to 
readers of Arnoldia, the bulletin of 
popular information of the Arnold Ar- 
boretum, which depends so heavily on 
Dr. Wyman’s contributions. With much 
additional material and tree lists, ar- 
ranged in ten chapters with numerous 
illustrations. and well indexed. this book 
is sure to become an important source 
of practical information for foresters. 
nurserymen and plantsmen of all types, 
as well as plain gardeners. In fact, the 
needs of the later could scarcely be better 
served, 

In his introduction. Dr. Wyman reviews 
historical material and surveys the basis 
for the pages to follow. The chapters 
entitled Hardiness, Order of Bloom. Orna- 
mental Fruits. Foliage Colors and Trees 
for Various Purposes give concise au- 
thoritative treatments of their subjects 
and tree lists in many catagories, as does 
the next chapter, Street and Highway 
Planting. 

Espaliers and other dwarf fruit trees 
are discussed with the cautionary ad- 
vice so pertinent for those considering 
growing these exacting subjects. Japanese 
dwarf trees are also covered in a very 
practical and sympathetic treatment. 
These few pages on bonsai are the best 
account generally available in this coun- 
try and one of the very few adequate 


ones in any European language. Far 
from being kept secret. as sometimes 


implied, the techniques used in produc- 
ing these miniature trees have not been 
studied by more than a_ handful of 
Americans, and very few westerners have 


written about them. 

The greater part of the book—253 
of its 383 pages—is given to the Gen- 
eral List of Recommended Trees. The 
author selects these 745 trees as the 


best kinds growing in this country today.

ERE’S an iris that tells time! At three o'clock every 

afternoon from late July to frost the 2-inch flowers open 
into colorful gems of blue, lavender or wine color, some 
enhanced by orange, mahogany or tyrian markings on the 
attractive falls. 

By careful crossing and selection, the height of vesper iris 
(I. dichotoma) has been increased from the 2 feet it attained 
several decades ago to 3 or even 4 feet, and stems are so 
wiry that they need no staking. The number of blossoms 
per plant has been doubled so that a single well grown 
clump will now display 100 or more flowers every day for 
a month or even longer, and the new brighter colors which 
have been added are still being improved each year. 

The candelabrum-like branching of vesper iris spaces each 
open flower in the clump so advantageously that it is usually 
difficult to find one blossom touching another. From a 
little distance the flowers look like gorgeous butterflies at 
rest with outstretched wings. Flower beauty is never marred 
by wilted blossoms. Each open bloom curls into a graceful 
little spiral during the night and usually drops to the 
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called giant Abbeville fulvas. Although 
many concede these are a distinct type, 
it has not received specific rank botani- 
cally. Credit for bringing this iris area 
to the attention of collectors, belongs to 
W. B. MacMillan of Abbeville, Louisiana.

What’s more, the vesper iris is easy to grow! It thrives 
in half sun or in the open in a great variety.of soils, pre- 
ferring rich heavy loam but also tolerating stony, sandy 
ground. As for hardiness, it survives winters without pro- 
tection, even when the temperature drops to 15° below 
zero. This is true only of plants set out before the bloom- 
ing season. Fall plantings do not become sufficiently estab- 
lished to withstand the rigors of winter. 

Of course, vesper iris multiply more rapidly and produce 
more blossoms when planted in fertile soil and when given 
suficient moisture than under adverse conditions. The 
plants will not die even after a 60-day drought but they 
will stop growing. With the first rain they again shoot 
ip and bloom. 

Unlike other iris, which must be planted in late summer 
or fall for spring bloom, the vesper iris is ideal for the 
mpatient gardener. Soon after it is set out in spring the 
rlossoms will begin to appear. And it is very rare indeed

when a plant fails to do so. Even when grown from seed 
in early spring a few blossoms may be produced the first 
year and you are sure to get many by the second summer. 

Vesper iris does not produce a rhizome but develops a 
small bundle of fibrous roots with two or three eyes, some- 
what in the manner of peonies. Growth is slow at first 
but the fan of leaves, which grow flat as if compressed be- 
tween the pages of a book, soon attain the size of the 
foliage of bearded iris. After the blooming season, the flower 
stalk breaks off close to the ground. 

The jewel-like flowers of vesper iris will attract more 
hummingbirds and bees than any other flower in your 
garden. The buzzing bees found in a large planting can be 
heard almost a block away, yet you may walk through the 
planting without the slightest danger of being stung—so 
intent are the bees in gathering the nectar.

ing. All had the quill-like style-arm 
typical of Iris fulva. 

I have another memory of a short 
journey so close to the gulf that the 
smell of the sea was in the air. A sharp 
turn in the road brought a gasp of de- 
light over a picture never to be for- 
gotten—blue iris, by the thousands, 
growing shoulder high, on each side of a 
white shell road, as far as the eye could 
see, with fleecy white clouds sailing on 
a blue sky above. Walking among the 
iris, looking into the faces of thousands, 
finding them all beautiful but with slight 
variation in color. form, signal marking 
or height, I felt they must be Iris gigan- 
ticaerulea in its purest form. In gardens 
where mild weather prevails through- 
out the winter, Louisiana iris can be 
grown as a true bog plant or in rich, 
humus-filled flower borders. 

But what cultural methods must we 
employ to induce these beautiful swamp 
iris from the deep south to be happy 
in dry-land gardens far from their na- 
tive home? How much cold will they 
tolerate, not only to live, but to flower 
profusely year after year? What degree 
of protection, if any, will be required?

Although this iris has, undoubtedly, 
grown here for hundreds of years. it is 
comparatively new to us as a garden 
plant. Much of the little that has been 
written is of a controversial nature. 
Northern gardeners must be 
and encouraged to learn by trial and 
error how to adapt this lovely flowering 
plant to the existing conditions of their 
gardens.

Garden Culture 


Methods of growing this southern iris 
successfully in more rigorous climates, 
would differ from natural conditions 
found in its native habitat. Good drain- 
age would be of supreme importance to 
insure hardiness of the rhizomes. The 
value of deep soil preparation for the 
planting cannot be overemphasized: this 
helps to provide better winter drainage 
and a greater reservoir for moisture dur- 
ing the growing period. 

The removal of soil to a depth of 12 
to 18 inches and refilling the space with 
a special soil mixture may seem an un- 
elaborate procedure. How- 
ever, the strong luxuriant growth which 
will result from this special preparation, 
may mean 

Many letters have been received from 
northern gardeners reporting that the 
thizomes are hardy, yet they fail to 
bloom. It is my theory that the most 
essential phase of successful culture is 


necessarily 


success. 
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being ignored—the paramount impor- 
tance of the longest possible growing 
period following the flowering season. 
This produces strong foliage growth, 
which will result in good rhizome de- 
velopment in preparation for flowering 
the next season. This long growing pe- 
riod may be of special importance for 
successful flowering each year in gar- 
dens where winter growth is impossible. 

It is quite true that, lacking moisture, 
Louisiana iris may go completely dor- 
mant after blooming and remain so for 
four or five months with no ill effect to 
the rhizomes. Indeed, this occurs during 
most summers in their native swamps as 
well as in many gardens. Yet, I have 
observed over the years that the marked 
profusion of bloom in the swamps is pre- 
ceded by a wet summer. 

In preparing soil which will induce 
the growth necessary for flowering these

swamp beauties, peatmoss, in the coarsest 
grade, is the choicest ingredient that can 
be offered. This could make up one- 
third part of the planting medium, if 
you are willing to afford them the amount. 
Dairy fertilizer they love and one-third 
part would be greatly to their liking. Any 
moisture retentive material such as un- 
screened compost or rough woods soil 
is desirable as a substitute for dairy 
fertilizer and peatmoss. For added rich- 
ness, a heavy dusting of cottonseed-meal 
and a well balanced commercial fertilizer 
may be used. To all this, add and 
thoroughly mix enough loam to form a 
mound, allowing for future settling and 
enough elevation to turn surplus winter 
moisture. 

In northern gardens. spring planting 
is recommended. This will permit good 
establishment and desired foliage growth 
and rhizome development before the next 
winter. 

As the iris show signs of growth, a 
program of regular light feedings of 
a well balanced commercial fertilizer 
and copious watering, when natural 
rainfall is lacking, may continue until

go dormant. Then, in late fall, cut the 
foliage near the ground and apply a

more complete data on cold tolerance is 
| available, mulching seems a wise pro- 
cedure. Louisiana iris respond so readily 
to good culture that the flower size and 
height of bloom stem are mute evidence 
of the planting care and attention given 
during the growing season,

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West Coast 
(rardening

ON’T venture forth without your dust 
gun this month! As West Coast 
gardeners well know, devastating 
hordes of aphids appear overnight to 
suck the juices from new and delicate 
plant growth. Greet your first visitation 
of these tiny and soft gray, green or 
black insects with a blast of botano dust. 
Methoxychlor and lindane or just ordi- 
nary nicotine dust will also do the trick, 
but you must hit each little beggar on 
his back or the army will keep on in- 
creasing. 

The southern bound Pacific Coast 
phalanx of earwigs has now reached 
San Luis Obispo County in California. 
For such small creatures, earwigs travel 
fast. They hide by day and do wholesale 
destruction by night. Trap them by 
providing convenient daytime shelters 
such as moist bits of ancient gunny sack, 
damp sphagnum or an inverted dirty 
flower pot—they like things old and 
smelly. If you cannot find their retreats, 
scatter isotox dust around the invaded 
vegetation, though this is never as satis- 
factory as the downright kill. 


Southern California 


Yes, I know that smog is taking its 
toll from gardens of the Southwest. Re- 
search work on this problem is really 
underway, though cheering results are 
not very evident. The findings are be- 
ing reported to the pollution board of 
Los Angeles county and the board is 
trying to do something about this cli- 
matic scourge. Smog results from the 
increase in industry and the fumes from 
many thousands of motor cars. It oc- 
curs when fog meets impurities in the 
air and forms a_ penetrating misty 
blanket, which has disastrous effects on 
plant life as well as on humans. 

Plants express their disgust with smog 
in various ways. In the vegetable gar- 
den, lettuce plants become limp, puny 
and worthless and pass out at an early 
age. The leaves of shrubs and trees 
often go brown in the center; the tips 
of palm leaves darken and dry up. If 
your horticultural inspector cannot name 
a plant affliction, put it down to the fault 
of smog.

Peru makes a satisfactory garden shrub. 
But they may not realize that B. e«. 
macrantha. sometimes listed as B. ec. 
lindeniana, has larger flowers with a 
lavender blue ring around the white eyes. 
Although B. c. macrantha is decidedly 
tender, it will stand the San Francisco 
bay climate. 

Dahlia tubers should go into the fog- 
land garden early for they will not have 
the hot summer to hurry them along. 
Seed of the increasingly popular Unwin 
Dwarf hybrids should be sown this 
month at the latest. These dwarfs flower 
the first year from seed and are splendid 
for cutting. Each year I buy seed of an 
extra choice strain, from which I retain 
for the following year only the tubers 
which have given flowers in especially 
desirable shades. All volunteers from the 
previous year’s sowing are pulled up as 
they are likely to have ordinary red 
flowers. Unless you have plenty of room, 
stick to the 1-foot single hybrids. The 
single giants, 4 feet high, are stunning 
for the large garden. 


Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valleys 


Days of sudden heat can come in April. 
These quick blasts of hot sun do great 
harm to juicy seedlings recently trans- 
planted and will damage young growth 
in the vegetable garden which was born 
of late winter rains. So get out the hose 
in time and forestall early wilting. 

This is the month for sowing such hot 
weather annuals as larkspur, petunias 
and godetias. Some amazingly striking 
godetia hybrids have been evolved from 
California’s many native species. Eng- 
lish as well as American hybridizers 
have been working toward brilliant 
godetia coloring, large bloom and sturdy 
performance. Sutton’s of England list 
two dozen godetias and are still pro- 
ducing new varieties. Their late-summer 
trial grounds are giddily streaked with 
godetias in new and vivid shades. 


Paeifie Northwest 


This month there will be much visiting 
around the plots of bulb growers and 
along garden paths edged with narcissus 
and other bulbs. It is the spring display 
which determines our fall bulb order. 
Are you satisfied with the performance 
of last year’s buy? If not, is it because 
you have failed to give the bulbs the right 
place and treatment? Have you enough 
varieties? Early ones? Late ones? A 
good range of colors and shapes? My 
own plantings usually run too much to 
tall varieties with short cups.

Southern Gardens 


By JULIA LESTER DILLON 
PRING is the time to plant softwood 
trees in the South. This is true of 
the tulip tree, Liriodendron tulipi- 
fera, one of the best shade trees. Dog- 
wood and hollies also come under this 
program and it is important to get them 
started at once. 


HOLLIES include American holly, Ilex 
opaca (see page 38), yaupon holly (I. 
vomitoria). cassine holly (I. cassine 
angustifolia), Chinese holly (I. cor- 
nuta) and the Burford holly, a form of 
I. cornuta. Burford holly, which was de- 
veloped in this country, grows into a 
wide plant, broader than tall, with clus- 
ters of large scarlet fruit. Burford makes 


a magnificent accent wherever it has 
room to grow. Remove the foliage when 


planting all hollies. 


AZALEAS are the 
gift to the Southeast. 
lected for early to late bloom, they will 
make striking displays for many weeks. 
Magnolia and Middleton gardens in 
Charleston, South Carolina. and Bellin- 
grath gardens in Mobile. Alabama, are 
noted for their magnificent azalea plant- 
ings. (See “Great Gardens of the Deep

Although all azaleas are botanically 
designated as rhododendrons, many of 
the group which annually drop all of 
their leaves are loosely called azaleas by 
gardeners. Some azaleas, however, are 
evergreen. The most widely used species 
in the old gardens of the South is the 
evergreen Indian azalea, Rhododendron 
indicum. It is available in many desir- 
able colors and in early, midseason and

late varieties. Take care though, that 
you do not place plants with brick red 
and yellow flowers among the _ rose- 


colored ones. 


Use the native and early blooming 
Rhododendron nudiflorum or _pinxter- 
bloom, with the newer varieties. It does 


not look like an azalea and in some locali- 
ties is called wild honeysuckle. Rhodo- 
dendron formosum has flowers with strong 
magenta tones and should be avoided. 
The dainty Kurume azaleas. Rhodo- 
dendron obtusum japonicum, quickly 
grow into fine specimens, never large. 
but with great masses of vivid flowers. 
They make the finest possible edging 
for azalea plantings. The growing range 
of these plants is wide—they appear in 
gardens in Washington, D. C., Phila- 
delphia and Florida. If you have room. 
mass Kurume azaleas in groups of single 
colors. Where space is limited, plant

with the white variety. In two beautiful 
gardens in Augusta, Georgia, Kurume 
azaleas are planted directly behind white 
candytuft. In my own plantings they 
appear in groups of five of each variety 
in front of borders of the taller and 
bolder Indian azaleas. 


KAEMPFERI AZALEAS, R. obtusum 
kaempferi, are much hardier than the 
others and are said to grow well in New 
England. The first and most beautiful 
planting of them I saw was at Highland 
Falls, New York, just below West Point. 
It was early June and the gold and 
orange-flowered azaleas were in full 
bloom. They were planted along a curve 
in a drive above a ravine. At the base 
of the deep cut in the hill were masses 
of bulbous iris in shades of blue, violet 
and gold. The scene offered a real lesson 
in using color in the landscapes. 

Azaleas, as well as camellias, should 
be planted when they are dormant or 
just after they finish blooming. They 
prefer an acid soil. Do not plant too 
deep; after the plants are set out, cover 
the ground about them with 3 or 4 inches 
of oak leaves, if decayed so much the 
better. See that moisture is adequate 
and then leave them alone. Never culti- 
vate these plants. As the seasons pass, 
put new oak leaves over the old ones 
without disturbing the soil. Use pine 
needles to cover the bed of oak leaves. 
They will keep strong winds from blow- 
ing the leaves away and scattering them 
in untidy bunches on lawns and flower 
beds. Pine needles will also protect the 
roots of the plants. All azaleas, rhodo- 
dendrons and camellias should be planted 
in this manner. 

Propagation of azaleas is easily done 
by layering; stems will often root, even 
though they are not pushed into the soil. 


PERENNIALS should be divided and 
replanted as soon as possible. They in- 
clude shasta daisies, chrysanthemums of 
all kinds, hardy asters and_ perennial 
salvias. Annual verbenas. snapdragons 
and columbines should be moved at once 
from the seedbeds to their garden loca- 
lions. 


GLADIOLUS can be planted now. Put 
them in at intervals of three weeks until 
July to have.a succession of bloom until 
late October. 

Now you can enjoy all of the early- 
blooming annuals which were planted 
last fall. Phlox drummondi in salmon, 
white and rose, California poppies. lark- 
spur, cornflowers and white candytuft, 
as well as dainty Virginian stocks. the 
small snapdragons and linaria Fairy 
Bouquet, make lovely foreground plant- 
ings in front of the taller azaleas, dog- 
woods and budding cherries. Soft white 
veils of baby’s breath unite the plants 
into a satisfying garden picture.»

THE HOW AND WHY OF BETTER 
GARDENING by Laurence Manning. 
Illus. 239 pages. Van Nostrand. $3.00. 


The author is a widely known nursery- 
man with years of practical experience 
behind him. Unlike most commercial 
growers, however, his approach to the 
problem of better gardening is the scien- 
tific one. The book is divided into three 
sections; the first, Climate and Soil, in- 
cludes the Heat, Wind and 
Rain: What Climate Does to Gardens; 
What You Can Do About Climate; The 
Soil and Nature; Living Soil and Humus; 
and How to Help Your Soil. Section II 


chapters 


is devoted to leaves, roots and stems 
with scientific descriptions of the func- 
tions of each. In Part III the author 


reaches his objectives in chapters on 
flowers. seeds and gardens with special 
emphasis on various forms of propaga- 
tion. 

This garden hook is distinctly dif- 
ferent in that it combines the scientific 
and the practical in an ideal marriage.

Invite swallows— 
not sparrows 


OULD you like to have tree swallows 

in your garden? These friendly 
birds often visit in spring, but few bird- 
lovers have succeeded in getting them to 
nest. 

Unfortunately. sparrrows usually fill 
all the birdhouses two weeks before the 
swallows arrive. But you can prevent 
their taking over all the avian real estate 
by leaving each birdhouse without a floor 
until the swallows come. Sparrows will 
enter the house with nesting material and 
fall through. After several such unsuc- 
cessful attempts they give up the house 
and look elsewhere for one with a floor. 

When the swallows arrive they will sit 
on the perch but they will not enter a 
floorless house. Wait two or three days 
before replacing the floor. then do it only 
if the weather is favorable. If unpleasant 
weather follows the day after the floor 
is put in the birdhouse, the swallows 
will leave to return when it is warmer. 
Meanwhile, sparrows will build a nest in 
the house. 

If this should happen in your bird- 
house, remove the floor and sparrow nest. 
Replace the floor the next day, if swallows 
are seen around the house. The chances 
are ten to one that swallows will be in 
the honse before you get off the ladder. 

That is possession! No sparrow can 
drive the swallow out. If a sparrow 
should sit on the house, swallows will 
dive-bomb or pin him to the ground. 

If swallows enter your house without 
nesting. move the house to a new loca- 
tion away from tree branches. For best 
results. place it about 9 feet from the 
ground with the opening facing south. 

When the young swallows leave the 
house, remove the floor and let the 
weather “clean” the house until next 
spring. If this is not done. the persistent 
sparrows will move in.—J. H. Mura

Berries of American 
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sometimes viewed with alarm by the 
orchardist. it has never been known to 
do material harm to any crops. The 
finch relishes the pulp and seeds of crab- 
apples, dogwoods, hawthorns and hollies. 

Few trees equal the American holly 
in decorative value. In late autumn and 
winter, when other plants are mostly 
bare and leafless, its bright red berries 
show in strong contrast to its dark green 
leaves. 

Individual plants differ widely in their 
distinctive qualities or traits and almost 
100 varieties have been described. Com- 
mercial growers sometimes have their 
own pet strain which they propagate be- 
cause they are sure of its performance. A 
few of the varieties that have acquired 
wide distribution are: ARDEN, BounTI- 
FUL, CARDINAL, CROONENBURG, EAST 
PatatKaA, LAKE City and Taser No. 3. 

While the American holly is native in 
wide areas along the Eastern seaboard, 
the Gulf of Mexico and the Mississippi 
River valley, it may be grown much be- 
yond its natural range. If the proper 
variety is obtained and given a bit of 
care and wind protection, it may succeed 
on the great plains, in the northern 
forest regions and in the mountains to 
an altitude of almost a mile. Growth 
along the Pacific coast is excellent where 
there is sufficient moisture. 

Holly grows naturally on sandy soils 
with sandy or gravelly subsoils that pro- 
vide good drainage and aeration but it 
will thrive in ordinary gardens if the 
necessary acid condition is produced by 
the addition of oak leafmold or peat- 
moss. To conserve moisture, the use of 
these materials as mulch is highly recom- 
mended. Commercial fertilizers. lime, 
bonemeal and fresh manure should be 
avoided. If a fertilizer is required, it 
should be cottonseed meal, oak leafmold, 
tobacco stems or tobacco dust. 

The female or fruit-producing flowers 
of American holly are borne on one 
tree and the male or 
flowers on another. 


pollen-bearing 
Pollination is ac- 
complished by insects and one male tree 
is sufficient for five to ten female trees 
depending upon the distance they are 
separated. In the smaller property, where 
only one tree may be planted, it is possi- 
ble to bring about fruiting through addi- 
tion of a male branch by budding or 
grafting, by cutting twigs from a male 
tree when in bloom and placing them 
in a pail of water near the female tree. 
The foliage of hollies is often more 
attractive in light shade, but the maxi- 
mum berry production is obtained in full 
sun. After the tree has come into bear- 
ing. it should be possible to do virtually 
all the needed pruning in removing ma- 
terial for Christmas decorations. If not 
carried to excess, this annual selective 
cutting can serve to improve the appear- 
ance of the tree and still leave enough 
fruit to serve our feathered friends.»

Small Dahlias in Arrangements 


It’s hard to arrange oversize flowers for 


decoration. Why not grow some small ones? 


By DR. PHILIP G. CORLISS (Ariz.) 


HE modern housewife, who is judged 

on her flower arranging ability as 

she used to be judged by her em- 
broidery, finds the exhibition type dahlias 
dificult if not impossible to use as cut 
flowers. In despair, she sometimes vio- 
lates the rules by floating one of these 
huge blooms (from plants that are 
definitely not aquatic by nature) in a 
low bowl, as though it were a waterlily. 
Monstrous size, weak necks and poor 
stems often make the large double 
dahlia a poor choice for arrangements. 

Fortunately, there are many dahlias 
ideally suited for home _ decoration. 
Among these are the bedding types 
which have a wide color range and are 
easily grown from seed. They are usually 
single, sometimes semidouble. Pompon 
dahlias may also be grown from seed, 
but many desirable named varieties are 
propagated and sold as plants or tubers. 
There are other small types, such as the 
delightful collarettes. 

Larger in size than these miniatures 
are the medium or “B” type dahlias 
ranging from 4 to 8 inches in flower 
diameter. In this size group may be 
found ball dahlias, singles and semi- 
doubles, orchid and peony types and the 
popular cactus, semicactus, formal and 
informal decoratives. Good varieties 
have strong stems and flower necks. 

No flower has a greater color range 
than the dahlia. The home gardener 
may select types and colors to suit her 
decorating requirements. 

My own preference for arrangements 
are the open-centered dahlias, such as 
the peony, single or semidouble types. 
Next to the color, the center of the 
flower is its most important feature—i 





it 
provides an accent. The completely 
double flowers seem blind and forever 
in bud. Just as the flower arrangers have 
revived the interest in miniature gladio- 
lus, so they have created a demand for 
these open-centered dahlias. 

The dahlia is often considered a poor 
“keeper” but will last longer than al- 
most any other flower if treated prop- 
erly. For longest life, the flower should 


be cut with as long a stem as possible 
I 


and when the bloom is completely open. 
The lower part of the stem should be 
slit several times, then the lower 4 inches 
dipped in boiling water for two to three 
minutes and, finally, plunged deeply in

cold water for at least an hour or two. 
After this the stem may be cut at any 
desired level. The use of preservatives 
in the container, such as Floralife and 
Bloomlife, is also recommended. 

Containers. accessories, companion 
flowers and foliage should be in accord 
with the type of dahlias to be arranged. 
The present vogue for oriental moods 
calls for dahlias with twisted petals and 
exotic forms, like Oriental White and 
Bloody Mary. With such flowers one 
should use oriental figurines, teakwood 
stands. bamboo mats. a minimum of 
foliage and probably no other flowers. 

Cactus type dahlias may be used in 
either oriental or the currently popular 
western type of arrangement with succu- 
lents, driftwood. dried material and 
rocks. Ball dahlias. pompons, daisy- 
like and full double flowers will look 
better in more conventional arrange- 
ments, perhaps massed with other flowers 
of harmonizing or contrasting colors and 
with plenty of foliage and spray flowers. 
Most of the annual flowers bloom at the 
same time as dahlias and, with some 
care in the selection of flowers, will pro- 
duce happy results both in the garden 
and the home.»

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The Home Greenhouse

SN’T it true that no matter how large 
your greenhouse is, you wish it were 
about twice its size this time of year? 

It's too late to make additions for use 
this spring. but much can be done in- 
side your present house to provide extra 
growing space and relieve overcrowding. 

If you don’t already have shelves under 
the eaves and across the gable ends, 
you'll be amazed at the number of extra 
potted plants and flats of seedlings such 
shelves will accommodate. Shelf-hangers 
which attach under the eaves of Orlyt 
greenhouses and brackets which clamp 
to posts and pipe columns of conventional 
greenhouses are available from suppliers. 
The shelves can be run in single or 
double tiers. depending upon the height 
of the plants. 

Brackets which can be attached to a 
wood surface with screws are suitable 
for the gables. If you need still more 
growing space, a line of shelving can be 
run down the center of the greenhouse. 
It must be remembered, however, that 
shelves cast shade, In spring and sum- 
mer this is not serious, but during winter 
it will definitely slow up the growth of 
plants in the benches. 

Garden frames will also add extra 
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growing space and relieve crowding in 
the greenhouse. Such frames can be 
used in spring to start seedlings and 
harden off plants which were started in 
the greenhouse. In summer they serve 
to protect perennials and potted shrubs 
from hot sunshine and drying winds and 
in fall and winter to store potted bulbs 
and shrubs for forcing in the green- 
house. You will soon find that there is no 
time during the year when the frames 
are not in use. (See “Coldframe Gar- 
dening,” page 75.)- 

While many gardeners start all of their 
seeds and root cuttings in coldframes, 
such propagating is easier to manage in 
a light, airy greenhouse. There, all of 
the essentials to good growth are more 
easily controlled. In a greenhouse you 
are not so apt to overwater or under- 
water plants. Ventilation and heat are 
simpler to manage. especially with 
thermostatic controls. And. of course, 
you don’t have to stoop to care for your 
plants. 

I prefer shallow clay pans for ger- 
minating seed. When the plants are 
large enough to handle, I set them in 
flats about 2 inches apart or in plant

Flower Photography 


I don’t think I'll ever tire of the pic- 
ture reproduced on the opposite page. 
Nor of the crocus cover picture of Febru- 
ary 1951. Nor of dozens of other wonder- 
ful flower and garden pictures that have 
appeared as FLOWER GROWER Covers over 
the years. And I believe thousands of 
readers must feel the same. 

It’s quite natural, of course. that gar- 
deners should have a keen appreciation 
of high quality flower and garden pic- 
tures and should react to them in much 
the same way as to a scene in a well de- 
signed garden, to an artistic flower ar- 
rangement, or to a beautiful individual 
bloom. For that reason, I think, more 
gardeners should take up photography 
as an adjunct of their gardening. 

Before color photography became prac- 


tical for amateurs, it was understand- 
able that few gardeners cared much 


about taking pictures of their plants and 
flowers. You can scarcely hope for worth- 
while black and white pictures unless 
you do your own developing and _print- 
ing, and even then it takes considerable 
skill to capture in black and white the 
beauty of something that is so largely 
appreciated for its color. For most gar- 
deners, consequently. black and white 
photography was annoyingly disappoint- 
ing. 


But color photography—employing 35

please you a lot more than the finest 
black and white enlargement you could 
ever hope to make. 

To be sure, it costs more to take color 
pictures and project them than it does 
to take black and whites with a cheap 
box camera. But box camera flower and 
garden pictures, 999 times out of 1000, 
aren’t worth looking at, and to produce 
really good black and whites you have 
to spend far more than you do for a 
satisfactory 35 mm. outfit. The fact is 
it’s possible nowadays to obtain a good 
35 mm. camera, projector and screen at 
truly moderate cost. 

As to whether the investment will pay 
off—well. I'd say that you may even get 
a bigger kick out of your garden pic-

OLD GARDENER 


The story of what happens when a gardener of long 


experience moves to another place and “starts over”

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HIS is the story of how I planned and 

planted the grounds of my new home. 

Since my gardening is a personal ac- 
tivity, the story of the development of the 
new place is of necessity somewhat auto- 
biographical. 

My two specialties in gardening have been 
lilies and herbs. In my garden at York- 
town Heights. New York. called Foxden, 
I also had a fairly large collection of species 
roses, species and hybrid lilacs, evergreen 
and deciduous azaleas and many other kinds 
of shrubs. At one time I grew many species 
of campanulas, of foxgloves. fuchsias. fra- 
grant-leaved geraniums, columbines and 
phloxes. When the time came to move to 
a much smaller place I could take along 
only the plants I was so fond of that I 
could not be without them. 

The search for the new home took months 
and I had looked at 33 places and had not 
found what I wanted until. at last. one 
mushy day in February, the real estate

agent telephoned me and said, “I have just 
the place you want, it has only come into 
the market and you must see it right away 
for it will be in great demand.” I believe 
they generally say that, but he was so 
urgent I drove right over to Mt. Kisco and 
up route 172 and into a driveway leading 
through a little wood composed principally 
of large oaks and beeches and traversed by 
a tiny stream and into an open graveled 
courtyard.

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ALF a century ago the word “rhodo- 
dendron” was a name_ touched 
with magic, conjuring up images of 

mansions framed in priceless shrubberies, 
the utmost in beauty and exclusiveness. 
Today that magic is slowly fading from 
the name. 

What has happened? A wild shrub, 
Rhododendron maximum, with leaves 
resembling garden rhododendrons, but 
with ungraceful stalks and disappointing 
flowers, has been sold by the millions 
under this enchanted name. Actually it 
is a rhododendron, so there can be no 
charge of fraud. But there. is nothing 
magical or even desirable about this 
wild shrub. So with many people the 
name rhododendron brings to mind a 
picture of that inferior rhododendron 
rather than the magnificent race of 
hybrids. 

But a new era is about to dawn for 
the East as it has already for the Pacific 


HE Pacific Northwest is natural rho- 
dodendron country. In that narrow 
belt along the Pacific slope running 

from Vancouver and Victoria, B. C., to 

San Francisco, the winters are tempered 

by warm waters, the air is moist the year 

round, there is very little extreme sum- 
mer heat and the soil is naturally acid. 

All this adds up to a perfect rhododen- 

dron formula. In this section, too, the 

soil texture is mostly light, running from 
peat to good sandy loam; heavy clay 
loam is found only occasionally. 

Gardeners who live within hailing dis- 
tance of the waters of Puget Sound. which 
includes many islands, can grow the full 
range of British hybrids as well as the 
majority of rhododendron species from 
all parts of the world. Those who reside 
at a distance from the immediate influ- 
ence of the warm currents, naturally, 
have to be a little more careful about 
their selections. But there is a wealth 
of fine varieties they can grow. 

Three species of rhododendrons are na- 
tive to the Pacific Northwest. R. 
CALIFORNICUM (macrophyllum) is an 
evergreen that puts on a good display in 
the wild but is an indifferent garden 


Northwest. Rumors have long been 
brought to us by those who travel in the 
south of England, Wales or the western 
coast of Scotland. Superb as are th 
older garden hybrids compared _ with 
their wild relatives, a still more wonder- 
ful race is in the making—actually many 
races—though only the forerunners of 
the first will be ready for planting in 
1952. 

The new rhododendrons will not render 
those we have less beautiful or less be- 
loved. If you have a fine specimen of 
one of the better sorts, and if you take 
proper care of it. it will remain 50 years 
hence a landmark and a sight to marvel 
at. As with the rose and the iris, new 
varieties do not efface the choicest of the 
old but rather supplement them. 

Nor will the best of the new kinds 
come upon us in a flood. It involves the 
painfully slow work of hybridizing, the

INCE the turn of the century. plant 

breeders have created many beautiful 

shrubs to grace the gardens of 
America. But the most spectacular 
achievements of all are on the way from 
New Zealand. They are the superb new 
llam azaleas. 

These magnificent plants represent an 
advance of incredible proportions in de- 
ciduous azaleas. The blossoms are more 
than twice the size of the best Ghent 
azaleas—an unbelievable 414 inches in 
diameter—waved and fluted to give them 
many distinguished forms of superlative 
beauty. They are gathered into enormous 
trusses of fascinating patterns created by 
the crimped margins of the individual 
blooms. There are many more florets 
to the flower head than on any azalea now 
in commerce. 

The Ilam azaleas bring with them an 
entirely new range of colors never before 
seen in hardy plants of this type. There 
are rich, brick reds, a luminous crimson. 
the flashing brilliance of orange scarlet, 
a complete range of yellows from the 
most delicate light shades to a distinctive 
deep tangerine hue. The pinks are more 
limited, but there are a number of clear, 
frosty tones which are a delight to see. 

The texture of the blossoms is very 
heavy and they remain in good condition 
much longer than do the blooms of any 
other azaleas of this type. 

A recital of the virtues of these stun- 
ning shrubs must include two more fea- 
tures: all are deliciously fragrant in

The fight against weeds has progressed with experimental plots like these 
proving the effects of chemicals on weed seeds before crops are planted. 
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EEDS—man’s opponent since he 

first grew crops—are loosing the 

fight. With the discovery of 2.4-D 
for broad-leaf weed control. a tremendous 
new research program began sounding 
the death knell for all weeds Our ac- 
cumulated store of knowledge. plus im- 
proved equipment and techniques. make 
the possibilities of weed control with 
chemicals appear unlimited. 

\t first research was directed towards 
the destruction of established weeds. But 
more attention is being directed towards 
killing weeds with chemicals in the very 
early stages of growth. This approach is 
logical because less chemical is required 
to kill small weeds and the early control 
of weeds removes a source of competition 
for moisture and nutrients. Now. we go 
still further and destroy weeds before or 
at the time the crop is planted. 

Time and expense are required to 
remove weeds by hand or cultivation from 
seedbeds, newly planted turf, gardens 
and field crops. It’s a great improve- 
ment, therefore. to be able to either kill 
weed seeds directly or the seedlings 
shortly after germination. Some mate- 
rials which have been used for this 
purpose add fertility to the soil, in addi- 
tion to saving much time and money in 
weeding and maintenance. 

One chemical has repeatedly shown 
outstanding promise in newly prepared 
seedbeds in the Northeast. It is a 
material known chemically as granular 
calcium cyanamide and commercially as 
cyanamid. In the granular form, calcium 
cyanamide contains 20 per cent nitrogen 
and the equivalent of 70 per cent hy- 
drated lime. When the weed destroying 
capacity is considered with the fertilizer 
value of cyanamid, this chemical becomes 
a versatile material. 

How is cyanamid used to destroy weed 
seeds? Several methods have been found 
practical, but the following simplified 
procedure is quite satisfactory. Apply 
50 pounds of cyanamid uniformly over 
every 1,000 square feet of newly prepared 
seedbed. The term “newly prepared 
seedbed” implies that all preparations of

and freeze vegetables? For several 

excellent reasons! Home frozen 
products generally are far superior to 
those frozen commercially, provided, of 
course, that vegetables are picked when 
young and tender and processed im- 
mediately. 

Another good reason is that your menu 
can be much more varied. Instead of 
eating asparagus every day for six or 
seven weeks, you serve it one day and 
freeze the next day’s supply. The same 
is true of string beans. Think of the 
times your family thas groaned, “What, 
string beans again?” But serve delicious 
home-frozen beans in January, and it’s 
quite a different story. 

In these days of soaring food prices, 
you can save a considerable amount by 
growing and freezing your own vege- 
tables. Entirely aside from the money 
question, there is also a great sense of 
pride in serving delicious vegetables 
you've raised yourself. 

Everyone today is vitamin conscious. 
The scientists tell us that frezen prod- 
ucts have almost as‘much vitamin con- 
tent as when freshly picked. Far more, 
in fact, than fresh vegetables which have 
travelled long distances before reaching 
the consumer. 


W=: should home gardeners grow 
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Get the most from your freezer by 
growing and freezing only vegetables 
your family really likes. If they like 
peas, then allot a good portion of your 
garden to them. You can have peas all 
year, instead of only during June and 
part of July. 

According to market growers, peas 
rank next to tomatoes in popularity. 
They are no more difficult to grow, either, 
if you keep in mind peas must be planted 
early—April 1 or earlier, if possible— 
in order to mature before hot weather. 
Because the seeds tend to rot if cold 
rainy weather follows sowing, it is ad- 
visable to coat them with Spergon. Peas 
need well fertilized and well drained soil 
to which liberal amounts of lime have 
been added. They need support—either 
wire or brush—when the vines are 4 to 
5 inches high and a side dressing of 
commercial fertilizer along the rows to 
boost them when half-grown. 

There are many varieties of peas which 
freeze well, but whatever type you prefer, 
be sure to pick them before the peas 
entirely fill the pods. Always remember 
that any vegetable picked when over-age 
and tough should not be frozen. Of the 
many varieties we have tried, our fa- 
vorites are World’s Record and the de- 
licious and very productive Freach petit 
pois. The latter are a nuisance to shell 
but are so wonderfully sweet that you'll 
feel your efforts well repaid. 

Until you have cut fat spears of as- 
paragus from your own garden, you'll 
never realize how delicious they can be. 
Asparagus is also one of the finest to 
freeze. To be sure, asparagus does take 
space and you'll have to wait a couple 
of years before you can cut much from 
a new bed. But if it is fertilized every 
year, you'll have a bed which will pro- 
duce for 20 years or more. The Wash- 
ington and Paradise varieties are both 
excellent. 

Sweet corn seems to be a favorite with 
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everybody. But to really savor its sweet- 
ness, it must be picked a few minutes 
before dinner and plunged into rapidly 
boiling water for three minutes only. 
Then you'll know how wonderful corn 
can taste! It’s a superb frozen product 
if picked young and processed immedi- 
ately. Don’t make the mistake of pick- 
ing a lot at one time for corn rapidly 
loses its sweetness. We pick a 16-quart 
basketful, husk, blanch and cool it 
quickly and then cut off the kernels. 
It is packaged immediately and rushed 
into the freezer. Then we gather our 
next batch and continue in the same 
manner. 

By planting different hybrid varieties 
of corn, it is possible to stretch the sea- 
son considerably. We plant Spancross 
(extra early), Marcross (early), Whip- 
cross (midseason) and Golden Cross 
Bantam (late midseason) for our main 
crop for freezing. Last year we tried 
Iochief—the All-America Gold Medal 
Winner—and found it delicious. 

Corn needs space. But if you do not 







































have sufficient space for the above va- 
rieties, try Mason’s Golden Midget. It is 
prolific, matures early and freezes well. 

Although most home gardeners grow 
tomatoes, many do not realize their possi- 
bilities for freezing. They cannot be 
frozen fresh ‘but can be peeled and 
cooked for stewed tomatoes. After some 
of the water has been evaporated in the 
stewing process, the mixture is cooled 


and then packaged. We always add 


basil during the last hour ef cooking. 
This herb is delicious with fresh tomatoes 
as well as in all tomato -products. 

Tomato soup and tomato juice can be 
made according to your favorite recipe, 
then cooled, packaged and frozen. Prob- 
ably no one vegetable lends itself to so 
many uses as does the tomato; therefore, 
it is practical to plan to freeze enough 
for an entire year’s supply. We prefer 
the varieties Marglobe, Rutgers and 
Pritchard for flavor, productivity and all 
round use. 

Snap beans are sure to be included in 
everyone’s garden. These will be enjoyed 
more, if short rows are planted several 
times during the season. Then you will 
not be deluged with beans at any one 
time. There are a number of varieties 
which freeze well. Among them are 
last year’s winner, Top Crop, Tender- 
green, Bountiful and Stringless Valen- 
tine. This year I intend to try the new 
Gold Medal Winner, Wade. . 

Lima beans are not as easy to grow 
as snap beans. They require a much 
longer growing season and are apt to 
rot if planted before the soil is warm and 
dry. Bush limas mature two weeks 
earlier than the pole variety. Baby Po- 
tato and Fordhook are delicious, pro- 
ductive and good freezers. Two of the 
best pole types are Burpee’s Best and 
King of the Garden. 

Summer squash and zucchini are ex- 
cellent for freezing, if picked when no 
larger than a medium-sized cucumber. 
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Then the skins are tender and require 
no peeling. We’ve grown only one kind of 
winter squash since: Butternut was in- 
troduced. In our opinion this tops them 
all. We mash this squash like potatoes 
using hot milk, plenty of butter and salt 
and pepper. Served this way, confirmed 
squash-haters will not only eat it but 
enjoy it. 

If your family will eat spinach, then 
by all means freeze some for variety in 
winter meals. Nobel is probably the 
best kind since it produces succulent 
green leaves and does not bolt to seed 
as rapidly as other varieties. New Zea- 
land spinach is much easier to grow 
and will produce all summer long. Both 
kinds freeze well. 

Most people will not want to give 
freezer space to carrots since these can 
be stored in sand. There is. however, 
one kind we always grow not only for 
good eating but to freeze as well. This 
is the Earliest French Forcing carrot. 
No bigger than your thumb and matur- 
ing rapidly, this kind makes an attrac- 
tive garnish for pot roast and stew. 

Probably no one thing points up 
flavors in food as much as herbs. Even 
the smallest garden can find place for 
a few plants. Although herbs can be 
dried, it’s easier and quicker to freeze 
them. By packaging smal] amounts in 
individual cellophane envelopes, they are 
always ready to add that final touch to 
soups, omelets, stews, roasts and poul- 
try. The ones we find most useful are 
tarragon, basil, summer savory, marjoram 
and rosemary. Three or four sprigs of 
a kind are tied together, dipped into 
boiling water, then into ice water, dried 
and frozen. When we bring up snap 
beans from the freezer, summer savory 
often called the “bean herb” is added. 
Basil has a natural affinity for all tomato 
dishes and tarragon is a marvelous addi- 
tion to anything from soup to nuts. 

If you are going to freeze vegetables 
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at all, make sure you get a superior 


product by picking everything when 
young and tender and freezing immedi- 
ately. Speed from garden to freezer 
makes all the difference between a fair 
product and a superb one. 

In my opinion, many of the books and 
pamphlets on freezing recommend too 
long a time for blanching. I have been 
freezing foods for over 12 years and 
find that a reduced blanching period 
makes for a better frozen product. For 
instance, it is recommended that corn be 
blanched eight to ten minutes. I blanch 
mine exactly three minutes and feel that 
the corn tastes better and is not mushy 
as is the case with the longer blanching 
period,

HIS is the month to add color to you 

fall garden. Perennial asters set out 

now will provide month-long beauty in 
late summer when a splash of color 
most welcome in the perennial border. 

There are several hundred species « 
hardy asters, sometimes called starwor; 
and michaelmas daisy. They range 
height from a few inches to 6 feet. Hard 
asters are native to many parts of tl 
world—North America, Europe, Asia and 
South Africa—and all types of habitats 
swamps, dry plains, open woodlands and 
mountains. In spite of these varied con 
ditions, however, the majority adapt 
themselves quite nicely to garden condi 
tions. Hundreds have been developed 
and named (many of them hybrids) and 
about 200 are still listed in English cata- 
logues. 

Hardy asters are by no means new; 
Aster amellus has been grown in gardens 
for 2,000 years. It is mentioned by Ver- 
gil in “Georgics” and also by Diescorides 
in his ““Materia Medica.” The New York 
aster, A. novibelgi, has been popular in 
England for over 200 years. Most hardy 
asters are listed under this species even 
though many are really hybrids. 

The peak of bloom for hardy asters 
comes in August and September, just be- 
fore the chrysanthemums wind up the 
season. While the individual « aster 
blooms are not large, the plants are prac- 
tically covered with them for more than 
a month. 

Hardy asters are not demanding in 
their needs; they prefer good garden soil

may be used for edging and taller ones in the background planting. which makes it valuable for the middle of the border.

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in a spot where they will receive full sun. 
The novibelgi types need a little more 
moisture in the soil than the others but 
all, with few exceptions, are perfectly 
hardy and increase rapidly under average 
conditions. The best time to plant or 
divide them is early spring. When lifted 
gently and pulled apart, each shoot will 
make a new plant. For best results. they 
should be divided every two years or only 
three strong shoots should be allowed to 
develop on each plant. 

About the only necessary tall chore is 
to cut the tops off a few inches above the 
ground after the plant has finished bloom- 
ing. This prevents seed from forming 
and the resulting chance seedlings around 
the base of the plant. 

The tall varieties, which normally grow 
4 to 6 feet high, can easily be kept down 
to a height of 2% to 3 feet by pinching 
as is done with chrysanthemums. Pinch 
out the tip of the main shoot when it is 
6 inches tall and the tips of the side 
branches when they are 8 to 12 inches 
long. Additional pinches can be made to 
shape the bush but all pinching should be 
stopped by the middle of July. If you 
plan to let the plants grow to their full 
height be sure to have in front smaller 
plants at least 2 feet high. These will 
hide the base of the asters whose leaves 
often fall off. 

Most of the tall hardy asters are of the 
novaeangliae type. This is my favorite 
type of aster, when pinched to form a low 
solid spot of color the size of a bushel

HE two dozen hardy aster plants in our garden play two important 

roles. Not only do they furnish fall color but they earn their keep 

all summer by hiding bare spots left by early blooming plants, 

If you’ve wondered how to hide the bare holes left by Oriental poppies. 
hardy asters will solve the problem. If you love delphiniums in June 
but loathe their yellowing stalks in July, let hardy asters put up a 
screen of foliage. Or, if you have prominent areas reserved tor spring 
bulbs, let dwarf perennial asters spread over the bulbs when they 
are dormant, 

There is no lovelier or more useful plant than aster Frikarti. some- 
times called Wonder of Stafa. And a wonder it is for it blooms from 
July right on through October. The clear lavender blue flowers are 
the largest of all my asters. 

We admired this enchanting aster for several years before we realized 
what a grand cover-up job one plant was doing in front of a dormant 
Oriental poppy. The flamboyant poppies were gayer than a carnival 
that May but only a memory in August. And there was aster Frikarti 
doing its best to spread a haze of lavender bloom over the dormant 
poppies! So we loosened its stakes and allowed it to cover the poppy 
bed. Now, wherever you see a clump of Oriental poppies blooming 
in our May garden you'll see the young shoots of aster Frikarti push- 
ing up in front of it. 

But don’t expect these asters to do a bang-up job of screening the 
first year they're planted. They're well-behaved plants and won't ramble 
all over the garden. Our oldest plants are five years old and they’ve 
never been divided. These are kept well staked since the flower-laden 
stalks reach 3 feet in height and 4 feet in width. In August, however, 
the stakes nearest the poppies are loosened to allow the asters to 
spread over the dormant plants. 

In front of these asters, masses of white petunias add fragrance to 
the summer garden but soaking autumn rains eventually put an end 
to them. Then we invite aster Frikarti, still in full bloom, to lean 
forward and cover up for the departed petunias. (Continued on page 80) 
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VEN though fall is months away. it’s not too soon to 
start working for top quality chrysanthemums to 
brighten up borders or foundation plantings. 

Regardless of the number of plants grown, or whether 
the grower is a mum specialist or not, the aim should be 
for the best flowers possible. Quality blooms are more 
appealing in the home garden and a must for the _ horti- 
cultural sections of the shows. Arrangers, too, are beginning 
to appreciate the opportunities offered by the variety of 
form and colors of well-grown chrysanthemums. 

Some chrysanthemums must be of top quality to look like 
anything at all—spiders, spoons, anemones and incurves. 
especially. A lopsided bloom of any sort would hardly be 
admired. Odd-flowered varieties make handsome corsages 
but they must be large and well-grown for best effect. 

Perfection will never be attained; the gardener may never 
be satisfied with his results when attempting to reach per- 
fection but he will get some dandy mums if he 
keeps trying to get better flowers each year. 

Getting the most out of your mums is not dif- 
ficult. The first step is to select the right varieties. 
Many varieties never give a really good bloom no 
matter how carefully they are grown. The best 
varieties may be found listed among the 100 
Favorites assembled each year by the National 
Chrysanthemum Society in its poll of members. 
This list can be found on page 95. You can count 
on these varieties to respond to good culture given them. 

The second step is to grow no more than the number 
of plants that can be taken care of properly. If this means 
growing one variety, or only one plant, then do just that. 
To make a plan that has a reasonable chance of fulfillment 
is good judgment. 

The third step is to have some knowledge of what is 
needed to grow quality blooms. The belief that a great 
fund of information is essential is easily disproved by 
the success that first-time exhibitors sometimes have. It is 
said that if you can grow good vegetables you can grow 
good mums. 

Lastly, and most important, is the matter of doing the 
essential jobs at the right time. 

There are no secrets to successful chrysanthemum grow- 
ing; all the information needed is available in publications. 
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By ERNEST L. SCOTT (N. J.)

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However, each gardener may have his own pet methods 
based on his reading and observations and confirmed by 
experience. 

If you’re just starting out, be sure to get good stock. Ii 
your nurseryman sends you poor plants, write him, com- 
plain about it and return them. New diseases have appeared 
in mums recently and the commercial man connot tell 
how his plants behave unless you cooperate by telling him. 

You may be able to obtain clean stock from an amateur 
specialist in your neighborhood and perhaps be more sure 
of results. In any case, rogue diseased or weak plants at 
once. Don’t wait for them to recover for they won’t, not 
from verticillium wilt or stunt disease, which are the worst. 
nor from most other diseases. 

The soil should be prepared and “seasoned” before cut- 
tings or plants are ready to be set out. Each gardenet 
has his own method of soil preparation. We use 40 pounds 
‘of dry cow or sheep manure, 4 pounds of 5-10-5 
fertilizer and 2 pounds dolomite (limestone with 
magnesium) per 100 square feet, broadcast before 
digging. We used to follow the rule of going deep 
enough to bring up a trace of subsoil but now, 
after more than 15 years of gardening, our foot- 
long spading shovel is too short to reach it. 

If the plants are to be potted. the potting soil 
should be a fibrous mixture containing a little 
fertilizer. We have found that two parts each of 
garden soil and compost, one each of dry cow or sheep 
manure and peatmoss, and one-half te one part of sharp 
builders’ sand with a 24-inch potful of 5-10-5 fertilizer 
and a 2-inch potful of ground dolomite per bushel does very 
nicely. 

Chrysanthemums will tolerate many soil mixtures. Soils 
differ a great deal in different localities yet chrysanthemums 
are grown successfully all over. Elmer Smith, dean of chrys- 
anthemum growers in this country, once said that they 
must all be good since the results were good. The big shows 
demonstrate this since no two soils are exactly alike. 

Large specimen plants must be spaced to have sufficient 
room to permit light and air on all sides down to the ground. 
This may mean 3 or 4 feet between the plants. 

Plants grown for cut blooms may be set much closer 
since they will be grown to a single stem or, at most, to not

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66 W do you grow roses good enough 
to win the Nicholson Bowl?” This 
question is frequently put to Ed- 

ward Sima of Seattle, Washington, who 

won the most coveted prize of rosedom 
at the national meeting of the American 

Rose Society last June. 

One glance at the perfect torm, good 
color, large size, strong stems and healthy 
foliage of the winning entries was enough 
to convince spectators that their exhibitor 
really knows how to grow roses. Edward 
Sima’s method of caring for his 800 rose 
plants is as interesting as it is different. 
Here is the procedure he follows given 
in his own words: 

I don’t believe it is necessary to follow 
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all the hard and fast rules of planting 
as set down by experts. Find out what 
works for you, then use your own judg- 


ment. The elaborate methods of soil 
preparation so often advocated are rarely 
necessary. If the soil is average, loosen 
and work it up with a garden fork to a 
depth of 12 to 18 inches. Mix in a 
cupful of bonemeal per plant If the 
soil is sticky or heavy with clay, add 
a liberal amount of peatmoss or compost 
and some sand. 

Because the soil here in Seattle leaches 
badly and gravitates to the acid side, I 
mix in a generous cuptul of gypsum or 
agricultural lime for each 10 square teet 
of soil when preparing the rose beds. 


Plenty of organic matter in the soil is 
essential for producing good blooms. but 
I think it is a mistake to use a lot of 
fertilizer at planting time. Plants come 
to us from nurseries with their 
pruned back to about 6 inches. During 
the first season myriads of tender roots 
must be formed. These are easily burned 
by contact with any unusual plant food, 
especially of a chemical nature. 

I remove enough soil to accommodate 
the full spread of the roots of each plant 
and make a soil mound at the bottom 
of the hole; the plant is set on this. I 
place the plant so that, when planting 
is complete, the bud-union is an inch 
or two above the bed level. In due time

the soil will settle and the bud will rest 
at about ground level. 

The roots are carefully covered with 
earth until the hole is nearly filled. then 
a bucket or two of water is poured in. 
When this has drained off, the hole is 
filled with soil and a mound of earth, 
8 inches high, is formed around the base 
of the plant. I do not advocate foot- 
tramping of the soil after the hole is 
half-filled as so many rosarians do. 

If you want roses to give their best 
performance don’t start them off by cod- 
dling them. My preference is to space 
plants 24 inches apart in rows 30 inches 
apart, but because of limited space my 
plants are about 18 inches apart. I must 


admit that this compact planting, to- 
gether with the shade produced by the 
trees, does create a high horizon which 
coaxes the plants upwards to produce 
somewhat longer flower stems than they 
would otherwise. But this is an advantage 
when exhibiting fads favor long stems. 

Afternoon shade is generally appreci- 
ated by most rose plants. Large trees in 
the proximity of rose beds should have the 
ground trenched between their trunks 
and the rose beds. All roots directed 
toward rose plantings should be com- 
pletely severed. 

With the approach of spring, the pro- 
tective earth mound is gradually removed

F. F. Weinard, professor of floriculture 
at the University of Illinois Agricultural 
Experiment Station, had this to say: 

“Tt is evident that Krilium improves 
the structure of our heavy loam soil.

\' MMER displays are usually the re- 
sult of early and_ planning.

a bold showing of color in your summer 
garden. 

To do its job well, with a maximum 
of bloom, phlox needs plenty of mois- 
ture and nourishment. Feed your plants 
with liquid fertilizer before and during 
the period of bloom. A mulch of peat- 
moss or lawn clippings will retain soil 
moisture and protect the fine roots just 
below the ground surface. 

Old clumps should be dug and di- 
vided now. ‘Replant only sound divisions 
which have good roots and eyes; the 





rest are worthless. Set divided clumps 
in fresh soil with humus and a generous 
amount of bonemeal mixed in. 

An occasional application of Bordeaux 
mixture and nicotine will keep disease 
and insects in check. Or, you can use an 
all-purpose spray or dust. Whichever 
you choose, use it regularly. 

Many new philox varieties are superior 
to the old standbys. Bricgut Eyes has 
extremely large florets for a phlox. Its 
flowers are brilliant red. HArvest Fire, 
salmon orange, is tall with large trusses. 
Comus. medium height, bears coral pink 
flowers. All three have heavy leathery 


foliage which resists insect attacks.»

Tips for northern gardeners 
By P. J. MeKENNA (N. Y.) 


HE gardener’s check list of unfinished 
and urgent tasks is longest in spring. 
Planting must be finished as soon as 

weather and time permit. If you haven't 
already sent your orders to nurseries 
and seed stores, do so at once. Delays 
now in filling orders are unavoidable; if 
you don’t act quickly, the season may be 
well advanced before the plant materials 
reach you. 

Wet clay soil is a serious handicap at 
this time and may hold up planting. Soil 
that was thrown up in ridges and given 


lime last fall, will be much easier to 
handle now than totally unprepared 
ground, 


Sow seeds according to a well planned 
schedule, the cool weather kinds 
the others later. You will be repaid by 
an early and continuing supply of flowers 
and vegetables. Leafy vegetables, peas, 
onions and others recommended for early 
planting will make better root growth in 
cool soil, before warmer weather can 
force top growth. 

A high percentage of seed germination 
or sprouting is possible only with good 
seed; don’t waste time with inferior 
kinds. Then make conditions for germi- 
nation as nearly perfect as you can. 
Avoid covering seeds with more than 1% 
to 14 inch of soil. Sufficient moisture 
beneath the seeds is necessary, too. The 
soil should not be of the quality which 
cakes on top and seals the surface against 
moisture which germinating seeds need. 
A little compost or peatmoss mixed with 
the soil and & sprinkling of superphos- 
phate will greatly aid germination. En- 
courage rapid development of seedlings 
by thinning them out as soon as they 
can be handled. 

Early growth of seedlings may be seri- 
ously hindered by a lack of food materials 
in the top inch or so of soil where the 
young roots are. The practical answer 
is an application of one pound of com- 
plete fertilizer raked into the surface of 
every 100 square feet of soil, or into the 
drills at seeding time. Or, you can apply 
one of the very soluble fertilizers as a 
water solution. One or two applications 
will suffice. In a short time the roots will 
have grown far enough into the ground 
to reach the food materials worked in 
earlier. Both annual vegetables and flow- 
ers make the most use of soil nutrients in 
the early stages of development. 

Start with straight rows, if you are

vegetable gardening, and keep them 
straight. Where you have several crops 
which require the same spacing between 
rows, you can mark the rows easily with 
a rakelike gadget which has pegs nailed 
to crosspiece at equal distances. Stretch 
a line between two stakes to mark the 
first row; then, with the outer peg of the 
gadget against the line, draw it towards 
the other end of the garden. 
you can mark out six or more straight

There should be little loss in moving 
the general run of and_ shrubs, 
either evergreen or deciduous, if the usual 
precautions are taken.

It is the difficult-to-move plants which 
cause problems.

You need not be de- 
prived of the desirable plants in this 
group, however. Observe the following 
instructions and you will find that many 
can be moved successfully. 

The time to transplant trees and shrubs 
is when new growth is just beginning. 
Save all possible roots and keep them

Don’t prune these plants severely. We 
are accustomed to cutting shrubs back 
hard after transplanting them and may 
not make allowances for the more sensi- 
tive plants. Transplanting is a shock in 
itself; cutting back at the same time is 
a double shock. Pruning can wait until 
later when the plant has recovered. 

Magnolia stellata, firethorn (pyracan- 
tha), cotoneaster, aralia, bluebeard 
(caryopteris) and alpine flowering quince 
are among the sensitive shrubs which 
can be successfully moved with this extra 
care. Worth-while trees in the group are: 
sour gum (nyssa), birch, beech, Japanese 
maple, weeping willow and hawthorne, 
plus the evergreen American holly, 
Scotch pine and some junipers. 

Fruit trees and bushes of all kinds can 
be planted now.

done after flowering, or about June. 
Clematis paniculata blooms in September 
and is pruned in early spring, before 
flowering. The former blooms on growth 
produced the previous year, the latter on 
growth produced the same year it is 
pruned. Both are vigorous vines and 
once the plants are established, pruning 
can be severe. These clematis will pro- 
duce stems to 10 to 14 feet long in one 
season. If the plants are to cover a tall 
fence or trellis, it may be more practical 
to leave a few long canes as superstruc- 
ture for the new foliage and flowers. Cut 
back the rest of the growth to 3 feet. 

Clematis jackmani varieties are all 
pruned in early spring, but not until they 
have been planted two years. Then they 
can be cut back to within 3 feet of the 
ground if they are not wanted on a high 
trellis. 

Another summer bloomer, the trumpet 
vine, is also pruned in spring and in a 
similar manner. 

Recent introductions of flowering trees 
and shrubs have, as usual, given varied 
results, depending, of course, upon where 
they were tested. A few have given real 
promise of being better than varieties now 
established and that is good reason for 
using them. Knaphill Scarlet, a new 
flowering quince, is dwarf, growing less 
than 20 inches. It blooms with the tulips. 
Flowering quinces Juliet and Stanford 
are of medium height and flower on and 
off all summer. Crabapple Malus flori- 
bunda hilleiri, with late, semidouble pink 
flowers, and the Kaido crab, soft pink, 
fragrant and early, are among the best. 
These are small trees, not over 10 feet 
high. They are not of spreading habit 
and take up little space.» 





Oldest Tree in Town 


@ Who has the oldest tree in your 


town? Who has the biggest tree? 
Garden clubs and civic groups 


might organize contests to find out. 
A community search for its oldest 
tree could turn up a forgotten his- 
torical landmark and it will create 
a deeper appreciation of shade trees 
in the minds of its citizens. 

Age of a tree is measured by an 
increment borer which does the tree 
no harm and can be driven into the 
center of a tree to remove a core of 
wood about }-inch in diameter. The 
number of annual rings on the core 
determine the tree’s age. Width of 
the rings give a clue to the weather in 
preceding years. 

Size of a tree can be its height, 
girth or both. The Wye Oak at Wye 
Mills, Md., believed to be the largest 
and oldest white oak in America, 
is 410 years old, 95 feet high, 18 feet 
in diameter and 53 feet in circum- 
ference at its base—and is still grow- 
ing!

any other aster. It is not completely 
hardy in all locations but an occasional 
replacement is well worth while. 

Solidaster luteus or Aster hybridus 
luteus is supposed to be a cross between 
an aster and a goldenrod.” It is often 
listed as an aster but according to the 
best American authority I know it is a 
goldenrod—Soldago missouriensis. Re- 
gardless of what it is, it is a very fine 
addition to any garden. It blooms in 
August, producing fine sprays of tiny 
star-shaped yellow to white flowers. The 
2- to 3-foot plant makes a fine garden 
display and an ideal filler for larger 
flowers such as daylilies. It also makes a 
long-lasting cut flower.

But let’s go back to delphiniums and 
the problem they present when they’ve 
finished blooming. In front of them we 
plant the tall hardy aster Harrington’s 
Pink. This older variety is still good 
but we plan to replace it with plants 
of the new pink Survivor. 

If you’re lucky enough to get a second 
crop of blooms from your delphiniums 
you won’t want to hide them with tall 
asters. In that event, use the medium- 
tall varieties such as white Mt. Everest 
or the rosy Beechwood Challenger. Pinch 
out the tips of these asters in July to 
keep them low and bushy. 

All of these asters make good screens 
for early blooming foxgloves or Madonna 
lilies, too. If you have space, combine 
them with Japanese anemones and a few 
clumps of frosty white speciosum lilies. 

Dwarf asters also play an important 


_ role in our flower borders. We use them 





singly or in groups of three as edging 
plants. Here they make spreading, 
moundlike screens for early bulbs, which 
are planted just in back of them. 
There may be newer dwarf asters but 
we're perfectly satisfied with Daphne 
and Blue Boy. Daphne grows 15 inches 


| high and is covered with dainty pink 


blooms; Blue Boy is slightly taller with 
flowers opening a few weeks later. 

Try growing some of these dwarf 
asters in pots or planting boxes to re- 
place early bulbs. Sink others, pots and 
all. in places where biennial sweet 
william or canterbury bells have been 
pulled up. If you want fall color in your 
rock garden, plant some there, too. 

Try a few, or all, of these easy-going 


' asters in your flower borders and let 


them earn their board and room. They'll 
work all summer to put up a screen of 
good foliage. Then when dew-laden 
nights and shorter days approach, the 
soft-colored flowers strike just the right 
note.»

pruned so the old shapeless firs 
(chamaecyparis) and tree box were 
first sawed off and then dug out, some 
of them with a bulldozer. 

A bank where I wanted my garden was 
matted with poison ivy and honeysuckle 
and amid them stood a few very sick 
pines. The ova] space at one side of the 
craveled entrance was a jungle of weedy 
shrubs. After they were removed, a hand- 
some stone wall built with cement and 
6 feet high. revealed. The wall 
turns an angle and runs parallel to the 
house and closes in the courtyard-like ap- 
proach, then it turns again and holds up 
the terrace garden. Exactly opposite the 
entrance door and on axis with it, the 
wall is broken by a flight of steps lead- 
ing up to this terrace garden.

Gradually, 
native wild flowers begin to appear, as 
if they had been waiting for space to 
come up and show themselves. The 
first spring, there were only a few and by 
the second year they had already in- 
creased. There are troutlilies. blood- 
roots, violets, jack-in-the-pulpits, pyrola 
and Indian pipes, canada mayflowers, 
solomon’s seal, ferns of almost every 
kind native here and also lovely mosses. 
The critical trees were fed and pruned 
and the second spring, a very fine col- 
lection of daffodils came up on the mar- 
gin of the woods. also mertensias and 
tulips. The last had been planted at the 
foot of the high stone wall and in the 
shade, but they were healthy. There 
were patches of lily-of-the-valley. scillas. 
tradescantias in all colors. muscari and 
chionodoxas, also hostas, daylilies and 
rather poor specimens of iris and peonies. 
There was an almost complete absence 
of shrubs. The good specimens of all 
plants I wanted to keep were dug up 
and put into a temporary nursery. 
Next, the ground was deeply dug in 
preparation for planting. Peat, which 
abounded in the swamp, was dug up 
and dried a little—there was not time 


for a more thorough job—and was 
turned over and treated with lime. It 


then was spread over all the beds and 
worked into them. 

I had known one year ahead that I 
was going to move and had dug up my 
most precious plants and put them in a 
nursery at Foxden. They were brought 
over in trucks before I moved in and as 
these trucks rumbled over the West- 
chester roads I felt as if the forest of 
Dunsinane were on the march again. only 
this time without any sinister connota- 
tion. 

Broad-leaved and 
green bushes were planted on either side 
of the entrance, to be well beneath the 
windows. They are principally hybrid 
azaleas, barberries, pieris and low hollies 
—these last, forms of Ilex crenata. 

To the west, where the wall is semi- 
circular, is a big bed and this. too, was 
planted with evergreens or plants like 
cotoneasters which keep their fruits well 
into the winter. Here were more hollies, 
junipers, firs and more evergreen bar- 
berries. In among these shrubs, henryi 
and martagon lilies. also some _late- 
blooming daylilies, were placed and at 
the very front, primroses and hellebores, 
and behind them spring-flowering bulbs. 

At the back of the house where I have 
a terrace, dwarf box was planted as an 
edging.

The vegetable garden is tiny because 
it has to supply only me and my friends 
and is kept very neat on account of its 
proximity to the ornamental garden. It 
contains an asparagus bed, and _ also 
one of strawberries, six rhubarb plants, 
a patch of raspberries and off to one 
side are a few currant and gooseberry 
bushes. At the very back of it is a white 
trellis to mark off the cultivated part of 
the garden from the wild and on this 
trellis grow 12 grape vines.

philippinense, formosanum, and so on. 
Pumilum, concolor and pulchellum are 
over in the rocks. The lilies need low 
companions at their feet and these are 
furnished by heathers, sun roses (heli- 
anthemum), many kinds of low hyperi- 
cums, and low veronicas. There are also 
a few clumps of iris and some species 
peonies which bloom before the lilies 
but leave their foliage all summer. 

The shade-loving lilies are in a bed 
to one side of the rock garden amid 
some species rhododendrons and more 
azaleas. 

In the rocks, western penstemons are 
being tried out. Phlox subulata and 
Aquilegia canadensis grew wild here, 
so good color forms of cultivated varie- 
ties have been put in, and several species 
of low-growing phlox such as _ nivalis 
and divaricata. In the pockets under the 
penstemons are species tulips. 

Lastly the shrubs must be mentioned 
for they furnish the background. They 
were planted on either side of my view 
facing south, a fine lot of magnolias 
were given to me, some flowering crabs, 
also two albizzias, which came in pots 
and have already grown considerably, 
and the lilacs.deutzias, philadelphus, and 
shrubs, a Hamamelis mollis, a Cornus 
mas, chionanthus, elder, some of the vi- 
burnums, and hydrangeas. On the way to 
the rock garden are _ spring-blooming 
shrubs. Hamamelis mollis, a Cornus mas 
and a halesia. Elsewhere are corylopsis, 
daphnes, and some very handsome color 
forms of Rhododendron carolinianum, 
mountain laurel and leucothoes. 


Beyond the shrubbery and _ facing 
south a few flowering trees have been 
planted. 


Next, the woods will have to be filled 
with wildings, and the margins of the 
pond furnished with plants that like 
moisture.

tables, or any plants for that matter, it’s only sensible to 

see that they receive a well-balanced diet. Under certain 
conditions and in many soils, this is only possible when fer- 
tilizers are applied to supplement the food substances already 
existing in the soil. 

But even when we add fertilizers, plants may still starve 
to death, simply because other factors involved in plant 
growth have been ignored. Then, feeding your plants is a 
waste of time and effort. 

Before deciding what fertilizers your plants will need and 
putting in an order for your future wants, let’s quickly check 
these other factors which may affect plant growth. 

First, there is the matter of sunshine, for there are very 
few plants which can exist in a location where direct sunshine 
doesn’t fall for at least half a day. Without sun, plants are 
unable to manufacture food and combine substances taken 
from the soil into forms they can utilize. Next in consideration 
is a well-drained soil on which water does not stand after 
heavy rains. 

Most gardeners are only too familiar with the advice to 
dig their soil deeply, but are sometimes loath to do the job 
completely. Deep digging, under normal conditions in a 
humid climate, means inserting the spade or fork to its full 
depth, 10 to 12 inches. Such preparation permits easy pene- 
tration by all plant roots and free drainage of excess water 
as well as aeration. 

At the time we dig, organic matter should be added to 
improve the physical and biological properties of the soil. 
Organic matter is any partly decayed plant or animal residue, 
which, as it breaks down to become humus, yields for the 
plants’ use what chemical elements it contains. 

Humus is truly one of nature’s wonders: in all forms it 
contributes to the physical condition of the soil. In heavy 
soils, it increases drainage of excess water, but in sandy 
soils it increases the water-holding capacity. In any soil 
it acts as a buffer against changes in temperature, reserving 
moisture for dry spells and storing fertilizing elements. It 
supplies a source of energy for bacteria and other micro- 
organisms which break down crude matter and make fer- 
tilizers available to plants. 

Some soils may need lime, best added in the form of 
agricultural limestone. A soil test (most state agricultural 
experiment stations will test your soil free) will determine 
whether it should be added. Many plants, such as rhodo- 
denrons and mountain laurel, must have an acid soil. 

Still another factor directly involved in the absorption of 
fertilizers by plants is the presence of ample moisture in 
the soil to dissolve them. And finally, when fertilizers are 
added, they must contain in suitable amounts the three ele- 
ments, nitrogen, phosphorus and potassium, usually lacking 
in soluble form. Any lime applied will supply calcium and 
magnesium, and minor elements essential to plant growth 
are usually added by the fertilizer manufacturer. 

Nitrogen, so vital to plant growth, gets to the plants 
through a number of sources. It can be fixed in the soil or in 
the nodules (small knobs on the roots) of legumes, returned 
to the soil by animals in the form of animal manures, manu- 
factured by electro-chemical methods or mined from natural 
nitrate of soda deposits. 

Phosphorus, the second most important element to plant 
growth, is usually fed to the plants in the form of bonemeal, 
superphosphate or rock phosphate. The third element is 
potassium; most gardeners are familiar with muriate of 
potash. the most popular fertilizer carrying this element. 

In most so-called chemical or inorganic fertilizers, the ele- 
ments are quite readily soluble, hence the plants can take 
them in as soon as they are dissolved. In organic fertilizers, 
the compounds are usually very complex and must be oxidized 
by bacterial action which sometimes takes five or six steps

before the elements become soluble and are then absorbed by 
the plants. 

Fortunately for the home gardener, who has enough to 
do without carrying on a complicated feeding schedule in 
his garden, once he is satisfied that growing conditions are 
as ideal as can be for his plants, supplementary feeding is a 
fairly simple procedure. For one thing, one complete fer- 
tilizer will serve most plants in the garden. For instance, in 
average soil or even in clayey soils, a fertilizer with the 
formula 5-10-5 (that is, 5 percent nitrogen, 10 percent phos- 
phorus and 5 percent potassium), 7-7-7, 4-12-4 or similar 
analyisis will be adequate. If the soil is very sandy, especially 
in regions of heavy rainfall, it is better to have more 
potassium, as in a 5-10-10 formula. 

In applying dry fertilizers, it is advisable to broadcast the 
material over the surface of the ground and then thoroughly 
incorporate it in the soil so that there will be food wherever 
the roots may grow. When chemical fertilizer is dumped 
in the planting hole without mixing with the soil before 
setting the plant, there is danger of too high a concentra- 
tion which may kill the roots coming in contact with it. 
It is even better to broadcast organic fertilizers rather than 
placing them in the planting hole. as the roots may soon 
grow beyond this food source. Most (Continued on page 88)

of the movement of water in the soil is 
vertical. Transplanting and starter solu- 
tions are usually so diluted that they will 
cause no harm. 


How to Feed Garden Plants 


Annual Flowering Plants: 

A complete fertilizer with a 5-10-5 
formula applied in the spring and again 
in early August. 


Perennial Flowering Plants: 

A 5-10-5 or similar fertilizer, or equiva- 
lent organic fertilizer, applied at rate 
of 214 pounds to 100 square feet in 
early spring and worked into the soil. 


Bulbs: 

Organic fertilizers, such as bonemeal 
(5 pounds to 100 square feet) applied 
in the fall in the case of tulips and 
daffodils, are good as they are slowly 
available; 5-10-5 will also do, applied 
at rate of 2144 pounds to 100 square feet 
at the time of planting, being sure to 
mix thoroughly in the soil. Hardy bulbs 
will be improved by a second fertilizer 
application in early spring. 


Roses: 

There are special rose fertilizers now 
on the market; also slow-acting organic 
fertilizers such as bonemeal are good. A 
5-10-5 commercial fertilizer, 242 pounds 
to 100 square feet, can be applied in 
early spring and a similar amount after 
the first crop of blooms. Maintain lime 
supply and humus-forming materials. 


Vegetables, root crops: 

A 5-10-5 commercial fertilizer, 24% to 
3 pounds per 100 square feet when pre- 
paring soil in the spring. Maintain lime 
supply if the soil tends to be acid, 
adding 2% to 3 pounds of high mag- 
nesium pulverized limestone each year. 
Deep digging is essential. 


Vegetables, leafy: 

A 5-10-5 commercial fertilizer to 100 
square feet when preparing soil in 
spring. As plants must be kept in con- 
tinuous and vigorous growth, a steady 
supply of nutrients and moisture is 
essential. When plants are well along in 
growth, side dress with a booster solu- 
tion or with nitrate of soda every 2 
weeks, at rate of 5 teaspoonfuls to 2 
quarts of water for every 8 feet of row. 
Use one quart to each side of row, 
about 3 inches from row; the next 
application 6 inches from the row. 


Lawns:

tory in pots indoors but for outdoor 
work they should be from 1% to 34 inches 
thick. We use a thin, soft spun-cotton 
cord for tying. It darkens and does not 
show as the season progresses. Ties 
should be less than 10 inches apart. 


Chrysanthemums can be overwatered 
but damage from watering comes usually 
from inadequate sprinkling—putting on 
just enough water to wet the foliage and 
the surface of the ground. This type of 
watering is also just enough to start 
growth of spores of disease-producing 
fungi and to bring mum rootlets carrying 
the root hairs to the surface where they 
will dry out. When this occurs the 
plants are really deprived of water. If 
the plants need water, put it into the 
ground, not on the foliage, and put 
enough on to wet the soil to a depth of 
6 or 8 inches. Then you will not need 
to water so often. 


The fertilizer recommended in pre- 
paring the soil will carry the plant 
through the season with attractive blooms. 
But these blooms will not win the blue 
ribbons when in competition with blooms 


from plants that have been fed. 
Quality results may be had either 
with liquid manure of the usual weak 


tea strength or with a soluble 5-10-5 
fertilizer at about one rounded. not 
heaped, tablespoonful per gallon. Start 
about a month after plants are set out 
and repeat every 10 days or two weeks 
until color shows in the buds. One good 
way not to lose track is to do it on the 
Ist and 15th of each month. Too much 
fertilizer given too early may prevent 
the formation of flower buds; given too 
late in the season it may cause soft 
bloom, molding of the petals due to 
fungus attack and wilting after cutting. 


To prevent loss of bloom by botrytis 
disease, cut faded blooms before they 
shatter and gather the petals that may 
have fallen on the soil. If left, they will 
become the source of new infections. 


There are so many different systems 
of pinching that a full discussion of all 
would be impossible at this time. “Timed 
pinching” is the method used to deter- 
mine the date that a flower bud is set. 
Some of the largest blooms, notably 
most of the Pocketts, should have a bud 
set about August 15. To get this, a 
pinch about June 25 is needed. Only 
one of the several leaf buds resulting 
from the pinch is permitted to remain, 
if one is growing to a single bloom. The 
first bud to form after the pinch will 
be the one to keep. With most other 
varieties, the first bud to form after 
August 24 will give a good bloom; a 
pinch in mid-July will usually give a 
flower bud at this time. 
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By another system, the plants may be 
allowed to form flower buds naturally, 
All which form before August 25 are re- 
moved. Below the bud, branches will 
start and all but one of these are re- 
moved. The one that is left is reserved 
as the leader. For large blooms, the first 
bud that forms after August 25 is re- 
tained. 

When trying for a flower spray, all 
“crown” buds should be removed and a 
“terminal cluster” awaited. The terminal 
cluster is a group of flower buds, not 
leaf buds. The crown bud will be sur. 
rounded by leaf or branch buds, so it 
could not give a good spray. The ter. 
minal bud will give a spray with blooms 
nicely spaced at the end of the branch. 

When one is trying for large blooms, 
the procedure with a terminal cluster 
is to remove all the buds except the 
largest, usually the one in the center. 

It is often said that anyone can grow 
a spray. This is true enough, but these 
sprays usually look as if anyone had. 
Sprays have as much appeal as large 
blooms to those who do not measure 
their beauty with a foot-rule. Moreover. 
they respond to careful culture as gen- 
erously as do the large blooms. 

All spider and quill mums should be 
grown as disbuds. Grown as sprays the 
blooms become hopelessly entangled. 
The larger singles, anemones and pom-

pons are attractive either as separate 
blooms or as sprays. The smailer ones 
are seen only in sprays. Large incurves 
and reflexes are usually disbudded but 
many make very attractive sprays. When 
crown as sprays, it is usually more satis- 
factory to disbud the sprays to three 
blooms. 

The good grower knows that the spores 
of leafspot or rust fungi are usually 
present and start to grow within a very 
few hours when the foliage is wet. He 
sees to it that there is a coating of iron 
carbamate on the leaves before every 
rain. If the weather is not hot, 
sulphur may be added to the dust or 
spray. This is to prevent mildew. Sul- 
phur also helps markedly in controlling 
rust and, to some extent, leafspot. 

He have insecticides on 
hand for each of the common insect pests: 
lindane. nicotine or rotenone for aphids 
or thrips; DDT for tarnished plant bug, 
caterpillars and others; or parathion as 
an all-pest spray. The proper one is 
applied at the very earliest appearance 
of each pest.

When disbudding has been completed 
there is little else to do except. perhaps, 
some irrigating, fertilizing, tying and 
an oceasional bit of spraying or dusting, 
which must be finished, of course, be- 
fore the blooms begin to open. 

Some sort of protection over the plants 
may be erected as blooming time ap- 
proaches. may be ruined by 
heavy rains, high winds or frost. One 
night, even an hour, may destroy a sea- 
son’s work—a loss that could have been 
prevented by forethought. 


Blooms 


After blooming, the plants can be saved 
for propagation next year. Choose only 
the healthiest for stock plants. If you 
have a greenhouse. or the use of one, so 
much the better—keep your stock plants 
there over winter. If not. put them Mm a 
coldframe. The coldframe permits strong 
early growth from which cuttings may 
be made. 

Some gardeners ruin their stock plants 
in spite of the frame by not providing 
ventilation. Don’t suffocate them in a 
tightly closed box. As soon as the ground 
is firmly frozen and promises to remain 
so, mulch with salt hay, not leaves, then 
the frame with the glass sash, 
elevating the corners for air circulation. 
Mulch the outside of the frame. Main- 
tain this arrangement until growth can 
be expected to start and to continue 
without danger of the tender shoots be- 
ing frozen. Now, in late March or early 
April, you will be concerned with your 
stock plants.

as the season progresses. As soon as the 
new growth starts, spray the stock plants 
with iron carbamate and sulphur and 
also with a good aphicide such as lindane 
or nicotine. Repeat often enough to pro- 
tect new growth. 

Cuttings should be taken about three 
weeks before they are wanted for plant- 
ing. Plants for special purposes, such as 
cascades or specimen plants, must be 
started in January or early February. If 
you are to plant out in mid-June, most 
cuttings should be started by May 20. 
This gives 10 to 14 days for rooting and 
the balance for growth in plant band 


| or pot. 


Only tip cuttings should be used for 
propagation since diseases and certain 
pests are sure to be carried along if root 
divisions are used. Take 2- to 3-inch 
cuttings from the tips of the tallest and 
most vigorous shoots. The accepted prac- 
tice now is to break, not cut the cuttings, 
thus avoiding any contamination carried 
from an infected plant on the knife. The 
slips should be dusted with a hormone 


and insecticide or fungicide. Dipping 
them in a common bath is a sure way of 
passing along virus diseases such as 


stunt and yellows. The wholesale growers 
have practically eliminated stunt disease 
by use of these simple measures. 

The commonest and most satisfactory 
rooting medium is builders’ sand without 
added plant food. Remove the cuttings 
from the sand to soil when the roots are 
less than ¥% inch long. If the cuttings 
are left in the sand longer, feed them 
with a liquid fertilizer. Use every pre- 
caution to promote growth and to provide 
freedom from diseases or pests. Vermi- 
culite is a perfectly good rooting medium. 
It is light to handle and free from diseases 
but otherwise we have found it no better 
than clean sand. 

Pot the rooted cuttings in either 2- 
inch plant bands or small pots. After 
ten days or so they are ready for the 
open garden. Use mixture al- 
ready prescribed for potting but substi- 
tute 4% potful of potassium chloride per 
bushel instead of the 5-10-5 fertilizer. 
Do not permit the plants to become root- 
bound and avoid hardening of the stems.

ACH year gardeners are faced wit 

the problem of choosing among 
the many chrysanthemum varieties avail- 
able. Not only do they want outstanding 
blooms and distinctive color but also vari- 
eties which will perform well under gar- 
den conditions. 

As a service to gardeners, the National 
Chrysanthemum Society polls its mem- 
bers each year to compile a list of the 100 
Favorite Mums. Since the selection of 
varieties for this list is based on actual 
garden performance it is looked upon as 
a practical guide to the selection of satis- 
factory varieties. 

Both old and new varieties appear on 
this list. Heading the favorites for the 
fourth time, and stronger than ever, is 
the large yellow incurve Mrs. H. E. 
Kidder. Introduced in 1930, this variety 
is now grown by one of every two mem- 
bers of the N.C.S. Second place honors 
went to Charles Nye, a yellow pompon, 
which has held this position for three 
years running. 

Of the newer varieties. two 1950 intro- 
ductions are among the first 50: Patricia 
Lelrman, a peach pink decorative, and 
Masquerade, a yellow pompon. Lee 
Powell, orange yellow decorative, a 1951 
introduction, makes its appearance for 
the first time among the top 50. 

As to color, pink, lavender, white and 
yellow are equally popular, perhaps be- 
cause there are more of these than there 
are good reds, bronzes and_ purples. 
Among the various types, pompons and 
large incurves are equally popular with 
garden decoratives, odd-flowered kinds 
and singles grown less commonly.

crading and leveling have been com- 
pleted. Since 50 pounds of cyanamid 
will supply 10 pounds of nitrogen, no 
additional nitrogen should be applied to 
the seedbed; some phosphorus and _ pot- 
ash will be needed, however. Approxi- 
mately six pounds of superphosphate and 
144 pounds of muriate of potash will. 
with the 50 pounds of cyanamid, give the 
ingredients of a complete fertilizer. The 
superphosphate and potash are mixed 
with the upper 2 to 3 inches of topsoil. 
Unless a soil test shows that the soil is 
very acid with a need for more than 48 
pounds of limestone, which is equivalent 
to the amount of calcium contained in the 
evanamid, this material can be omitted 
when preparing the soil. 

When these operations are complete, 
cvanamid is broadcast over the surface 
of the seedbed at the previously men- 
tioned rate. Do not apply it in bands. 
Spreaders which will distribute’ the 
material evenly are available. Cyanamid 
can be left undisturbed on the soil sur- 
face or it can be raked lightly into the 
ipper topsoil. If the seedbed is on a 
slight slope the cyanamid should be raked 
in. 

Seeds should not be sown until about 
four weeks after the soil has been treated 
with cyanamid. If the seedbed becomes 
dry during this period it will be necessary 
to apply water, wetting the soil to a 
depth of 3 or 4 inches. This does not 
mean to hold the hose or sprinkler in one 
spot until puddles form over the surface, 
but rather, to water slowly allowing the 
water time to penetrate the soil. 

When the seedbed is ready for seeding, 
rake only the upper 44 to % inch of top- 
soil to provide the germinating layer for 
the seed. When the area is seeded, roll 
it lightly. 

An adaptation of this method is to 
apply 25 pounds of cyanamid to each 
1,000 square feet of soil, raking it into 
the upper inch or two of prepared seed- 
hed. The same amount of superphos- 
phate and potash previously recom- 
mended with 50 pounds of cyanamid is 
also applied at this time and cultivated 
in with the cyanamid. When this is done, 
broadcast another 25 pounds of cyanamid 
on the surface and rake it lightly into the 
topsoil. A waiting period of about four 
weeks is required to make sure the toxic 
effect of the cyanamide has dissipated 
before the area is seeded. Moisture 
should be added if the soil becomes dry 
during the waiting period. 

The importance of weed-free seedbeds 
cannot be over emphasized when lawns 
are seeded in late spring and early sum- 
mer. The success or failure of a seeding 
at this time depends largely on whether

weeds are controlled or allowed to com- 
pete with the young grass seedlings for 
food and moisture. 

This cyanamid method of weed control 
is also useful for late summer or early 
fall seedings. The treatment should be 
planned far enough in advance to allow 
for a four-week waiting period after treat- 
ment. If this is done, the seedbed can be 
seeded in time to take advantage of the 
early fall growing season. 

Cyanamid has been found useful in 
controlling weeds in tobacco and vege- 
table seedbeds, as well as in new putting 
greens and fairway and lawn turf. It is 
being studied now as a treatment for the 
control of weeds in soil newly planted 
with corn and as a pre-seeding treatment 
for legume-grass plantings. Nurserymen 
may find it useful in seedbeds for crops 
which require hand weeding or hoeing. 

The study of weed control in seedbeds 
is not limited to cyanamid. Many other 
chemicals which can be applied in the 
same manner have been tested. Those 
which have given good to excellent con- 
trol of weeds are: ammonium thiocyanate 
at two to four pounds, 2,4-D at one- 
eighth pound and one-half gallon of 
PMAS (phenyl mercury acetate) to ten 
gallons of water, all per 1,000 square 
feet of soil. PMAS is a turf fungicide 
and may be effective against such seed- 
bed diseases as damping-off and seedling 
blight. A waiting period of from two to 
four weeks before sowing seeds should 
be observed with these materials, as with 
cyanamid. Soil moisture must also be 
maintained. 

Chemicals can be used to destroy weed 
seeds in compost. Clean compost, free 
of viable weed seeds, is essential for top- 
dressing putting tennis 
courts, bewling greens and other fine turf 
areas and for use in seedbeds and green- 
houses.

Calcium cyanamide is very ef- 
fective in destroying weed seeds in com- 
post. Other materials will kill the seeds 
but have not proven as useful from a 
practical standpoint. 

Treating compost with cyanamid is a 
simple job. After the compost has been 
prepared and passed through a 14-inch 
mesh screen, 13 pounds of cyanamid 
should be thoroughly mixed with each 
cubic yard of screened compost. At the 
time of mixing the compost should con- 
tain from 15 to 20 per cent moisture. In 
other words, it should be slightly moist, 
but not wet and sticky. Once the com- 
post has been treated with cyanamid a 
waiting period of from four to six weeks 
is usually required before the compost 
can be used. During this period the cyan- 
mid becomes active and kills the seeds 
in the compost. If the compost is used

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before this action is completed, it may 
burn or discolor the lawn. 

A satisfactory method is to prepare 
the “cyanamized” compost during early 
fall months and store it in bins for use 
the following spring. Enough of this mix- 
ture can be made at one time to provide 
sufficient compost for the complete grow- 
ing season. 

If cyanamized compost is to be used 
satisfactorily, a few precautions should 
be followed. Do not apply this mixture 
on wet grass. The compost will adhere 
to wet foliage and cause burning. And 
do not leave the grass completely covered 
with a pile of compost for any extended 
period. As the compost is spread on the 
grass it should be worked down between 
the blades with the back of a wooden 
rake or with a steel door mat used as 
a drag. 

The grass will take on a pleasant rich 
green appearance shortly after the com- 
post is spread on it. This is largely due 
to the nitrogen content of the compost. 
The amount of nitrogen and calcium 
supplied by the compost should be taken 
into account in the fertilizer program. 
On the basis of applying one-quarter 
cubic yard of compost on 1,000 square 
feet of lawn, there would be approxi- 
mately one-half pound of nitrogen and 
the equivalent of three pounds of lime- 
stone added. Weed-free cyanamized com- 
post is a tonic to turf. 

Cyanamid can also be used in field 
preparation of compost. If the top-soil 
needs additional treatment to improve 
the texture, that should be done before 
the cyanamid is applied. Often some 
form of organic matter or compost and 
sand are used to alter and improve the 
soil. When these operations are com- 
plete, mix cyanamid into the upper 2 or 
3 inches of soil at the rate of 50 to 75 
pounds to 1,000 feet. A waiting period 
of four to six weeks will give the cyan- 
mid time to break down and destroy the 
weed seeds. This method of field prepar- 
ation of compost is somewhat similar to 
the preparation of a weed-free seedbed. 

Sterilizing soil with fertilizers or chem- 
icals appears to be a very practical 
method of controlling weeds and ferti- 
lizing seedbeds in one simple operation.»

from each plant and the crowns hosed 
off with water. Pruning is then done 
with an eye to retaining as much vigor- 
ous healthy wood as possible. To make 
sure of having exhibition blooms at the 
proper time, the pruning operation is 
staggered so that one third of the bushes 
are trimmed at intervals of one week. 
All cuts are covered with an emulsified 
asphalt. 

I feel it’s a crime to cut down healthy 
canes which the plants put forth with 
such great effort the previous summer. 
Healthy stems are a valuable source of 
food supply which helps to produce first 
blooms of better grade. Small mature 
canes about the size of a lead pencil, 
normally snipped out right at the crown 
by many rose growers, often produce the 
best blooms. 

If you want exhibition type roses, don’t 
allow canes the size of a lead pencil to 
carry more than one bloom. Larger canes 
may carry two, and those of thumb size, 
three blooms. Occasionally, I permit 
more sprouts to grow than is conducive 
for exhibition-type flowers but, as the 
apical growth shows the flower buds, I 
leave the best and pick off the others 
on weaker canes. 

During the entire growing season, a 
certain amount of summer pruning is 
carried out. Where new basal shoots 
arrive and top growth flourishes, it is 
permissible to remove a certain amount 
of the older and weaker growth, thus 
favoring the remaining structure. With 
the advent of winter and dormancy, the 
tall canes are topped a bit to protect 


-them against wind-whipping and to facili- 


tate winter handling. 

I have no pet formula or practice 
when it comes to feeding rose plants. 
In fact, I have not followed the same 
practice any two years in succession. 

My annual cycle goes about like this: 
Late each fall I dispose of about two 
tubs of soot and ashes from my stoker 
furnace by placing a shovelful here and 
there in the spaces between roses. 

About the first of the year I get out 
the gypsum and sprinkle it over all the 
rose beds until the ground has the ap- 
pearance of a light snowfall. Around 
February 1, a tablespoonful of sulphate 
of iron for each bush is evenly scattered 
over the surface. 

A month later I give each rose bush 
a cupful of steamed bonemeal. During 
the latter part of April, a cubic yard 
of the best manure possible is obtained. 
This is not too fresh nor so old that 
it is leached out—about four to six 
months old is fine. 

With a standard tined garden fork 
I dig out the soil to about 4 inches and

the size of a poor man’s wash basin, 
equidistant between two bushes. A good 
forkful of the manure is thrown in, 
spread out and covered with soil. I call 
this the “hidden force.” 

The first all-purpose spraying is done 
about one month a.ter pruning when 
the flowering shoots are off to a good 
start. No exact schedule is followed 
in spraying. It is done about every ten 
days, I would say. Still, there are cer- 
tain periods when things look all right 
in the garden and no spraying is done 
for as long as three weeks. 

I prefer spraying to dusting and aim 
to get complete coverage with emphasis 
on the underside of the foliage. For 
occasional hurry-up patchwork, I keep 
a dust gun handy. 

A 5 per cent DDT dust is used to 
combat a saw-fly which appears during 
the summer. Since DDT is harmful to 
friendly insects as well, it’s use in the 
rose garden is limited. 

Cleanliness and good housekeeping in 
the garden reduce the problem of con- 
trolling rose enemies to a minimum. It 
is essential to pick off not only the 
diseased leaves but those near the bottom 
of the plant which have yellowed, dis- 
colored or become spotted. All fallen 
leaves should be removed from the 
ground and all blossoms picked as soon 
as they have passed their zenith. 

Insect life can be discourage 1 and dis- 
lodged with water. I direct the full 
volume of the hose at the crown of the 
bushes to wash away the insects that 
have chosen to make a breeding place 
of the lower part of the plant or the 
surrounding ground. 

As winter approaches and new growth 
starts to let up, all spraying and insect 
control ceases, Shortly after that the 
weak and twiggy growth on each plant 
is cleared out and the beds raked clean. 
Then the bud union and the ground

given a light sprinkling with naphthalene 


| flakes and the crown is hilled up with 


soil about four inches above the union. 
Dormant spraying with the conven- 


tional 1 to 10 solution of lime sulphu 
is done about a month before the spring 
clean-up and pruning begins. 

Summer care starts immediately afte 
the cyclone of the June show has take 
its toll. Plants are badly out of balanc 
with their root system after having th 
long-stemmed blooms cut off for ex- 
hibiting. 

The No. 1 requirement of rose plants 
during july and August is plenty o! 
water. It is also advisable to let wy 
on the fertilizing. Exhibitors’ gardens 
are loaded with ample remains of food 
to carry the plants through the season. 
A diligent program of proper spraying 
or dusting to keep foliage in healthy 
condition is an important part of summe: 
care. 

To further favor the plants during this 
rebuilding period we rarely cut any 
blooms. Where a bush is attempting to 
flower rather profusely we nip out most 
of the buds as soon as they appear, to 
preserve the vitality of the plant. 

To obtain show-type blooms the follow- 
ing procedure is followed in our garden; 
it supplements the care previously de- 
scribed. Five weeks before the show date 
a close survey is made of plants capable 
of producing exhibition type blooms. 
Every new shoot, from about 4 inches 
long to those barely showing the flower 
bud in the apical growth, is assigned top 
priority for inspection at least twice 
daily. Slugs. worms and all insects are 
handpicked, for a pinhole at this stage 
will grow with the leaf and develop into 
an unsightly penalizing defect by show 
time. 

When the buds first emerge from the 
apical growth the side buds are care- 
fully removed. A dime store horsehair 
brush is the best tool for this; the wooden 
handle is pointed and forms a good im- 
plement for breaking out the side buds. 
The bristle end is used to wipe off any 
aphis and, later on in preparing the 
bloom for showing, it is indispensable in 
picking off any speck that might appear. 

As the sepals start spreading, the petals 
of the winners-to-be must be safeguarded

from thrips and insect discoloration. All 


spraying is stopped at this time and a_ 


light dusting is given with DDT about 
every third day to prevent bud damage. 

When the sepals spread further, the 
exposed petals need protection from 
rain, from hot sun which fades the 
blooms and from particles of soot from 
the industrial plants in our district. 

Our best protectors are umbrellas 
with shortened handles. One umbrella 
placed between four bushes 
covers six to ten blooms. Light-colored 
umbrellas are best as the dark ones have 
a tendency to draw the heat. They are 
supported by various lengths of %- to 
34-inch iron pipe pressed into the ground. 

A simpler cover for blooms is made 
by nailing a shingle to the top of a 
garden stake placed alongside the rose 
stem. The shingle is set from 6 to 8 
inches above the bud and can be swung 
away when necessary to expose the bud 
to the sun. 


You need have little concern about the | 


perfection of rose specimens if the plants 
have been properly sprayed, pruned, fed 
and cared for. 
choose a specimen with a good, well-pro- 
portioned stem, clean undamaged foliage, 
and a good-sized bloom which is char- 
acteristic of the variety. 

The following scoring points, as 
recognized by the American Rose Society, 
should be kept in mind when selecting 
roses for exhibition: Form, 25; Color, 
25; Substance, 20; Stem and Foliage, 
20; Size, 10. 

Form means the shape and symmetry of 
the bloom. A rose should be at the stage 
where the center petals still retain a 
perfect bud form and the outside petals 
are open far enough to form a sym- 
metrically circular outline. This is de-

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scribed as being from 14 to 34 open. 

Substance refers to thickness of petals. 
Size means the bloom should be amply 
large for that particlar variety. Stem and 
foliage should be clean and _ healthy. 
Foliage should be uniformly spiraled 
about a stem which is strong enough to 
carry the bloom upright and is in good 
proportion to it. 

We cut roses for the show during the 
afternoon and evening before the event. 
Great care is exercised in handling them 
to prevent damage to leaves and petals. 

The flowers are set at once in contain- 
ers of cold water and taken to a cool dark 
place in the basement. All foliage is sub- 
merged but care is taken not to wet any 
part of the bloom. 

Special attention is giving to cleaning 
up the top award possibilities. If outside 
petals are damaged, they may be care- 
fully removed, providing their removal 
does not affect the symmetrical outline.

these crosses were subsequently sent to 
Mr. Stead in New Zealand and the plants 
obtained from them constituted another 
group of parents from which the [lam 
azaleas were ultimately derived. 

For generation after generation, Mr. 
Stead continued to breed color lines, 
crossing red with red, yellow with yellow 
and pink with pink, until after 40 years 
he developed the magnificent 
strain of azaleas which today bears the 
name of his estate. 

These azaleas, being largely American 
in origin, are peculiarly adapted to 
American growing conditions. Their 
color and texture come mainly from the 
flame azalea, Rhododendron calendu- 
laceum. Their size and blossom form 
come from its West Coast relative, R. 
occidentale. The captivating scent is 
inherited from the swamp azalea, R. vis- 
cosum. The foreign species, R. luteum, 
contributed an increased number of 
flowers to the truss and R. molle aided in 
the development of flower size. But, the 
Ilam azaleas are primarily American 
azaleas and they are not expected to ex- 
hibit the loss of vigor which often appears 
among the Ghent azaleas when they are 
grown at low altitudes in areas with warm 
summers. 

This description of the Ilam azaleas is 
a preview of a rare and important event 
in horticulture. The best plants have not 
yet been named or propagated as clones 
for commercial distribution in America. 
That will be the next step after the 
several hundred plants now in this coun- 
try have been tested and evaluated. But 
remember the name, because the [lam 
azaleas are destined to be horticultural 
sensations when they are placed on the 
market.

European Kaempferi hybrids, and later 
some Japanese hybrids; and growing 
them all in an almost unheated green- 
house. it was possible to disturb their 
flowering sequences just enough so that 
many combinations. not normally possi- 
ble outside, were brought about. This 
was particularly true for the late-fiower- 
ing indicum, which does not force in the 
true sense of the word but will give a 
few precocious blooms. 

Working through three full seasons, 
it was possible to produce about 75,000 
plants, from which, by most rigid selec- 
tion, a final group of about 450 varieties 
have been chosen for naming. All are 
as robust in this area for which they 
were bred as any of their several an- 
cestors but, from our knowledge to date, 
it appears that there will be some south- 
ern as well as northern limits to their 
usefulness.

is a likely site and inland weather con- 
ditions are as difficult for them as for 
their ancestors. In the Pacific North- 
west, they grow but not with the abandon 
they show here. In the San Francisco 
Bay area, they prefer the sunnier, warmer 
inland shores. 

In color range, it is safe to say that 
one can find all azalea color except pure 
yellows. 

In patterns one finds the self-colored 
bloom, the same sort of flower with a 
blotch of darker color on the upper lobe 
of the corolla, white or light colored 
flowers variously stippled, flaked and 
splashed with darker colors, white with 
colored margins and colored flowers with 
irregular white margins. 

The great majority range in size from 
2 to 3 inches in diameter, but there are 
varieties that produce blooms up to 5 
inches in diameter when grown under 
ideal conditions. Relatively few varieties 
were chosen that had smaller blooms, 
though several appeared in such brilliant 
or such unusual colors that they could 
not be overlooked. 

Not many were chosen with flowers 
of the hose-in-hose type and as yet there 
are few true doubles, that is, flowers in 
which the stamens and pistils have been 
changed wholly or partly into petals. 

In bush stature, one may begin with 
such low growing forms as SAGITTARIUS 
or Aztec that rarely rise above 2 feet 
or one may choose almost treelike forms 
such as Deticgnt, Ecnuo, ALLURE, Mop- 
ESTY, that will in 15 years reach 15 to 
18 feet in woodland plantings with a 
trunk as large as one’s arm. This type 
of development is not reached in open, 
sunny spots, where all azalea growth 
tends to be more compact and twiggy. 

In season of bloom, there are many 
that come with any we have had to date, 
a few that come ahead. The old 
season of peak bloom, here mid-April, 
has been diversified by varieties in far 
greater range of flower color and bush 
habit than was dreamed of. The dull 
period between late April and early June 
is now entirely filled with varieties of 
widely divergent types, and bloom dur- 
ing June is being extended gradually 
towards the end of the month. In no

representatives of each type of bush and 
flower. 

For example, the well known Kurume 
type of flower may now be had before 
the Kurume season here, in such plants 
as Daysprinc, Caress, SEBASTIAN, BAL- 
LeT Girt and their kin and well after 
Kurumes have faded in such varieties as 
ENCHANTMENT, SUWANEE, ‘TROUPER, 
VELVET, FASHION, but as yet we have 
nothing quite like it for June, though 
DAMASK is one step on the way. 

Again all the “indica alba,” more 
properly Rhododendron mucronatum, 
bloom here a little past mid-April, but 
Ivory is almost its duplicate and earlier, 
while the procession of large pure whites 
that follow mucronatum is very diverse, 
with Arctic, EucHaris, ANGELA PLACE, 
HELEN CLOsE and SNOWCLAD, as special 
favorites of many visitors, 

Up to the present, the writer has es- 
caped the dangers of making any se- 
lected list, feeling that the reduction of 
seedlings considered, from 70,000 to 450 
is trouble and sorrow enough. 

Aside from those already mentioned, 
a fine group of large midseason brilliant 
pinks to rose red to crimson would be 
Mavis, MASTERPIECE, ALIGHT, LOUISE 
Dowp.e, LiLtig MaupE, and NoctTurRNE. 
Three light pinks with a white “eye” 
would be Fawn, CrINoLINgE, HELEN 
GUNNING; the same pattern but in laven- 
ders would call for PicoteE, Prosperity, 
MartHa HitrcHcock. 

A midseason group of 
candy” stripes could be chosen from 
Mapcap, Swaccer, PInoccH10o, PAPRIKA 
and Laceguer. Midseason rose pink 
flowers with irregular white borders 
would present OriFLAMME, NOoBILITy, 
HERALD; the same with the salmon pinks 
would give HELEN Fox and Surprise. 

Two groups with unusual color, pale 
salmon to amber to apricot, brings 
AmprosiA, Nectar, ZINGARI; the same 
type of color with more rose flush to 
dark blotches on the upper lobes gives 
BRANGAENE, IsoLpE, TRISTAN (but no 
King Mark). These two groups come 
closer to the colors one finds in certain 
Ghent hybrid “mollis” varieties than any 
others. 

An interesting group of brownish reds 
is found in Burcunpy, NusBiAN, SAMBO 
and CarMeEL, all plants that make strik- 
ing accents. A nice group of salmon 
pinks to red with spectacular flowers is 
PHoEeBE, Mary Marcaret, CoopERMAN 
—their duplicates in rose pinks but with 
darker blotches, Cremona, MEGAN, 
Fakir. For distinct purples one will like 
Vintace, MuscapineE, ZuLu. 

Two striking late bloomers with white 
centers and salmon orange and _ rose 
pink borders respectively are Aztec and 
Bravura.

growing of millions of seedlings, the re- 
jection of hundreds of thousands as un- 
worthy and unfit, and the watching of a 
eventual few selected for their superior 
qualities, while frigid winters and torrid 
summers thin their ranks. 
say, the most spectacular of all are the 
least hardy. 

The races so long rumored were bred 
for milder climates. For gardeners of 
the northeastern states, all the work of 
breeding and all the waiting had to be 
done over while those who live along the 
Pacific are already enjoying the glories 
we anticipate. We will soon be deluged 
with unnamed seedling hybrids, rejected 
but not destroyed. These will be offered 
this year under the name of Dexter 
hybrids. Most of them will not be hardy. 
Comparatively few will be even as good 
to look at as the rather frowsy wild 
rhododendron from the nearby hills. 

Out of perhaps 20,000 Dexter seedlings 
which have outlived their originator, 
Charles O. Dexter, about 20 or 30 superb 
ones will be selected during the next 
two or three years by a group of expert 
judges. These few will then be propa- 
gated and given appropriate names. 
Until the work of the judges is finished, 
it would be presumptuous to attempt any 
estimate of the best individual plants. 

While a large proportion of the Dexter 
seedlings will prove utterly worthless, 
perhaps a thousand or so will possess 
some merit. The best of them will come 
so close to the final few chosen that their 
judges will meet with many a difficult 
decision whether to accept or reject a 
given plant. Of these borderline cases, 
some will even be named and propagated 
by enthusiastic owners, and it may well 
be that public preference will eventually 
promote two or three of these into the 
select class. 

Therefore, it would be foolish to con- 
demn all the unnamed Dexter hybrids 
without qualification. But before you 
buy any of them, take this advice—select 
them in flower and make sure that they 
have passed at least one winter and one 
summer in a climate as severe as your 
own. Their original home on Cape Cod 
is on a par with the shores of Long Island 
and southern New Jersey, much milder 
than the same latitude a few miles inland. 

Meanwhile, Joseph B. Gable, who 
started his breeding about a year before 
Charles O. Dexter with approximately 
the same parent species, has selected the 
few best plants among his thousands of 
seedlings. These have been in the hands 
of propagators for several years and 
1952 should see the introduction of at 
least one, CAROLINE, not to be confused 
with the utterly different Rhododendron

carolinianum. A little later will come 
Disca and Capis, named offspring of 
Caroline. 

How will these new varieties differ 
from the best of the older ones? There 
are many races slowly shaping up, some 
large, some small, some very dwarf, 
some blooming with shapely bells which 
droop on long stalks, some with a flar- 


ing calyx colored like the petals, and 
in the dim distance numerous sorts 
vaguely defined. There are scarlets, 


yellows, shades of salmon and orange, 
most of them years away, so far as our 
colder climates are concerned. 

The hybrids we are about to see come 
chiefly from a group of Chinese and 
Indian species bearing huge fragrant 
flowers with marvelous modeling in 
shades of delicate pink and satiny white. 
First of these species, in date of 
covery and size of flower but last 
hardiness, is RHODODENDRON 
FITHIANUM from Sikkim. It 
known for 101 years but is 
flower, difficult to grow and 
pass its lack of hardiness to the off- 
spring. Each flower in the enormous 
cluster may spread to 6 inches across. 
The palm of my hand is 3% inches 
wide, therefore, both palms side by side 
would only slightly cover this one floret.

A decade after R. griffthianum was 
discovered, R. FORTUNEI was brought 
from eastern China. Though some 


plants of it are not winter hardy at all, 
the hardiest can be grown north of New 
York City. Its floret, up to only 4 
inches across, still could not hide behind 
one of my palms. The floret has a satiny 
texture with edges peculiarly puckered 
and a remarkable modeling, the upper 
lobe tilted back while the two lower ones 
sweep forward just enough to give it a 
grace unique among its kind. The habit 
of the plant is sturdy and treelike. 

At the turn of the century came R. 
DISCOLOR and a little later R. DECORUM 
from western China, both resembling R. 
fortunei but with larger flowers, up to 5 


inches, and with a shrubby rather than 
tree habit and thicker, deeper green 
leaves. Still another species, R. Aurt- 


CULATUM has fragrant flowers much like 
a lily, opening in midsummer, pure white 
with a greenish throat. 

None of these species is entirely satis- 
factory as a garden plant, even where 
hardy. The flowers do not usually come 
all over the top of the shrub as we like 
to see them but a few clusters are borne 
down among the leaves—during 
years no flowers appear at all. 

Anthony Waterer, hybridizing in Eng- 
land a century ago, set model 
something between R. catawbiense of our 
southern mountains and R. ponticum of 
southern Europe.

above the leaves. By substituting more 
desirable shades for the weak purple of 
R. ponticum and the harsh magenta of 
R. catawbiense, he gave us many of the 
best varieties we still cherish. 

If the larger and more graceful flowers 
of the fortunei group could be trans- 
ferred to the hardier, shaplier plants of 
the catawbiense group, what a rhododen- 
dron we might have! And that is ex- 
actly what the first wave of new hybrids 
will be, at least in part. Caroline is a 
large shrub of remarkable vigor with 
clean bright foliage densely massed and 
an abundance of great flower trusses 
(clusters) every year. 

Cadis is superior to Caroline in the 
detail of its flowers, which tend toward 
the seven lobes of the fortunei group, 
but have some of the frilling of R. cau- 
casicum. The leaves of both Cadis and 
Disca show more of the quality of R. 
discolor, their other parent. All three 
flower in pale shades, nearly white. 

Using a cross between R. griffithianum 
and R. decorum with pollen from some 
of Waterer’s best red hybrids, I obtained 
a striking race, prevailingly bright rose 
with a large maroon blotch in the throat 
and somewhat fragrant. These will be 
known as the Ridgewood hybrids and 
propagation of four of the best is under 
way. BEATRICE Pierce will probably be 
the first to reach the public through 
Donald L. Hardgrove. These Ridgewood 
hybrids resemble some of the Dexter 
hybrids, many of which had similar 
parentage, and are hardy in northern 
New Jersey. 

One of the most remarkable of these 
hybrids to open its flowers in this climate 
undoubtedly has R. griffithianum in its 
ancestry though the label has been lost. 
It put out a cluster 9 by 11 inches of 
florets averaging 4 inches wide; the color 
is apple blossom pink with yellow throat 
and it is sweetly fragrant. 

Another race, not so far advanced as 
the large-flowering one but most desir- 
able, is founded on Sikkim’s R. campy- 
locarpum, a medium-sized shrub with 


yellow bell-shaped flowers. In a century | 


of cultivation this has given but a single 


hybrid, GoLpswortH YELLOw, which lays | 


any claim to hardiness. While this per- 
sists north of New York City, it makes 
unsatisfactory growth and does little 
flowering. LApy Primrose will grow on 
Long Island, as will probably Moon- 
STONE, both having some tint of yellow. 
Yellow and apricot shades appear in the 
Dexter hybrids, too, but mostly asso- 
ciated with inferior foliage. Moonstone, 
with a neat, dense habit derived from its 
other superb parent, R. williamsianum, 
will probably stand as the ideal of this 
race, from which hardy forms will eventu- 
ally appear. 

Most sought, but still elusive, is a 
race of really scarlet and perhaps orange 
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IRIS

shades derived from R. griersonianum, R. 
haematodes, R. dichroanthum and similar 
species. The colors are there but not 
hardiness nor really satisfactory habit. 
Nurseries are offering old and new reds 
from Holland, some untried, others long 
ago tried and found wanting. Many prove 
reliable on Cape Cod and Long Island, 
in southern New Jersey, and perhaps 
along the Delmarva Peninsula. To really 
test a rhododendron variety takes not 
two three years but two or three 
decades. For the present, the best de- 
pendable reds are the old Anthony 
Waterer hybrids with their not too bril- 
liant crimson.

It is a cross of 
Peter Koster and R. loderi variety King 
George. Its color is unique among rhodo- 
dendrons. 

H. L. Larson pioneered in growing 
rhododendrons in Tacoma, Washington. 
Years ago he collected species seeds from 
a number of sources including the old 
British Rhododendron Society, a collector 
in Darjeeling, India, and the Lu-Fham 
Arboretum at Han-Po-Fu, China. Many 
very fine varieties of species which are 
now of flowering size resulted from this 
project. 

Mr. Larson has not neglected fine 
hybrids and is fast assembling a rather 
complete collection of top-grade forms. 
He has also grown two fine American 
hybrids. One grew from seed received 
from China and is concluded to be a 
natural hybrid of R. souliei. It has large 
saucer-shaped flowers of straw yellow; 
the buds are Mandarin red. This hybrid 
ranks with the very best produced any- 


where. Mr. Larson has named _ it 
VirciniA Scott. The other hybrid is 
Mrs. Horace Foce, a cross of R. grier- 


sonianum and R. loderi variety Venus. 
The flowers are large, 51% inches across, 
and the color Neyron rose. The throat is 
crimson and the tip ends of the lobes a 
deeper shade of Neyron rose. 

Two very unusual deciduous azalea 
hybrids are credited to I. S. Broxson of 
Tacoma. One is an R. occidentale cross 
which has flowers 31% inches across. The 
corolla is white with pale pink stripes 
running down the center of each lobe. 
It also has a pale yellow blotch. The 
second hybrid is a R. molle cross. It 
is of the Ghent type with 2-inch flowers 
and extended stamens. The color is sig- 
nal light red—an unusually good shade of 
red for this type of azalea. 

The collection of Mrs. Tressa Coen 
embraces a number of fine species includ- 
ing a large plant of R. aucusTIN1, a deep 
blue form which won the Affiliated Soci- 
eties Medal, Royal Horticultural Society, 
London, at the 1951 Tacoma Rhododen- 
dron Show. Large plants of R. loderi 
variety Kinc Greorce, Betry WorRMALD 
and Mrs. G. W. LEAK put on a grand 
annual show at Mrs. Coen’s garden. 

Azaleas also hold a prominent place in 
this garden. One particular planting of 
evergreens a fine demonstration of 
what can be done with mass grouping of 
azaleas. It includes R. MuUcRONATUM, 
pink Minonmayo and orchid ATLANTA, 
blending their colors with many others 
to form a _ veritable Persian carpet. 
Orange, red and yellow deciduous aza- 
leas also produce a riot of color at the 
Coen place every spring. A very fine 
plant of the exotic Lapy CHAMBERLAIN, 
Exbury variety, is Mrs. Coen’s pride and 
joy. The pink trumpets that cover this
